Chemist  a^Druggist 
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Right  to  Compulsory  Licence 

NO  THREE-YEAR  DELAY  FOR  DRUGS 

THE  manufacture  under  licence  of  a  patented  medicine  has  been  ruled 
by  the  House  of  Lords  to  be  not  subject  to  the  three-year  delay  laid 
down  by  the  International  Convention  for  the  Protection  of  Industrial 
Property. 


In  a  reserved  judgment  on  March  11. 
the  House  of  Lords  dismissed  an 
appeal  by  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  manu- 
facturing chemists,  Detroit,  U.S.A., 
against  the  dismissal  of  a  motion  by 
the  company  (C.  &  D.,  February  13, 
p.  151)  for  an  order  to  prohibit 
the  Comptroller  General  of  Patents 
from  considering  an  application  by 
The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  Lon- 
don, N.l,  for  a  compulsory  licence  to 
manufacture  chloramphenicol.  The 
drug  was  patented  by  Messrs.  Parke. 
Davis  in  1951-52,  and  was  being  manu- 
factured at  the  Hounslow,  Middlesex, 
factory  of  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
under  the  name  Chloromycetin.  The 
B.D.H.  sought  a  compulsory  licence  to 
work  the  patent  under  section  41  of 
the  Patents  Act,  1949.  Messrs.  P.D.  re- 
sisted the  application  on  the  ground 
that  the  International  Convention  rati- 
fied by  Britain  in  1938  laid  down  that 
no  application  for  a  compulsory 
licence  should  be  considered  until 
three  years  from  the  issue  of  the 
patent.  The  appeal  was  heard  by  the 
Lord  Chancellor  (Lord  Simonds). 
Lords  Oaksey,  Morton,  Asquith  and 
Cohen. 

Lord  Cohen  said  the  question  was 
whether  the  three  years'  prohibition  in 
Article  5A  of  the  Convention  applied 
to  substances  capable  of  being  used  as 
food  or  medicine.  He  could  not  sum 
up  his  conclusion  in  language  better 
than  that  used  by  Lord  Justice  Jenkins, 
who  took  the  view  that  Article  5A  re- 
ferred simply  to  measures  to  prevent 
abuses  of  monopoly  rights,  and  had  no 
reference  to  the  special  provisions  of 
the  English  legislation  under  which  a 
compulsory  licence  might  be  granted  in 
respect  of  substances  capable  of  being 
used  as  food  or  medicine.  When,  more- 
over, the  British  Government  was  a 
party  to  a  Convention  of  that  kind  it 
always  took  steps  at  once  to  amend 
its  patent  legislation  in  order  to  give 
effect  to  the  obligations  under  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  Patents  Act  of  1938  introduced 
no  time  limit  in  the  provisions  dealing 
with  compulsory  purchase  under 
patents  covering  food  and  medicine.  If 
the  full  effect  of  the  words  were  as 
Messrs.  P.D.  claimed,  he  thought  there 


would  have  been  some  express  refer- 
ence in  the  Act  passed  in  1949  to  the 
time  limitation.  He  would  therefore 
dismiss  the  appeal,  with  costs.  His  col- 
leagues concurred. 

B.P.  CODEX 
Amendment  to  monograph 

THE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  authorised  the  publication 
of  the  following  amendment  to  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  1949, 
monograph  on  ligamentum  elasticum 
adhesivum  on  p.  1,048,  to  operate  from 
April  1 :  — 

Delete  the  description  and  replace  by: 
Description.  Elastic  cloth  spread  with 
self-adhesive  plaster  containing  zinc  oxide : 
the  mass  must  be  spread  evenly  except 
that  it  may  be  made  porous  or  permeable 
to  air.  The  elastic  cloth  is  in  one  con- 
tinuous length  containing  no  joins,  clean 
and  reasonably  free  from  leaf  and  shell;  it 
may  be  tinted  flesh-pink  with  a  suitable 
dye. 

Add  the  following  labelling  direction: 
Labelling.     When  the  adhesive  mass  is 
porous  this  must  be  stated  on  the  label 
of  the  container. 


POISONS  LAW 

List  and  rules  amended 

UNDER  an  Order  (S.I.  1954,  No.  266) 
made  by  the  Home  Secretary,  tri-2 
(-chlorethyl)  amine  and  its  salts  are 
added  to  the  Poisons  List,  and  under 
another  (S.I.,  1954,  No.  267)  they  are 
included  in  Schedules  I  and  IV  to  the 
Poisons  Rules.  The  latter  Order  also 
provides  that  for  purposes  of  labelling 
containers  of  poisons,  names  of  sub- 
stances given  in  the  National  Formu- 
lary are  of  the  same  status  as  those 
given  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex.  When 
such  names  are  used  on  labels  they  are 
to  be  accompanied  by  the  letters  "  N.F." 
Under  the  same  Order  preparations 
containing  not  more  than  01  per  cent, 
sodium  nitrite  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  and  mice  are  exempted  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933,  and  the  Poisons  Rules,  1952. 
Each  Order  was  made  on  March  8,  and 
comes  into  operation  on  April  1. 
Advance  notice  of  the  above  changes 
was  made  in  December,  1953  (see 
C.  &  D.,  1953.11.626). 

SCIENCE  FILMS 
Their  use  in  education 

THE  advantages  of  the  cinematograph 
as  a  medium  for  scientific  education 
were  outlined  at  an  evening  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Lon- 
don on  March  15,  by  Mr.  A.  G.  Fish- 
burn  (chairman  of  the  Society "s  films 
committee).  The  camera,  said  Mr. 
Fishburn.   had  a   greater  penetrative 


ON  TF.LEVISION  :  Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  made  a  brief  appearance  on  television  on  March  15, 
when  scenes  from  the  streptomycin-filling  suite  and  pharmaceutical  packing  department  appeared  in 
the  first  programme  of  a  new  series  :  "  Putting  Ideas  to  Work — the  Scientific  Challenge  to  Industry." 
In  the  picture  Sir  Harry  Jephcott  (chairman  and  managing  director  of  the  company)  is  seen  going 
through  the  script  with  Mr.  C.  I.  Orr-Ewing,  M.P. 
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power  than  the  human  eye,  and 
was  not  bounded  in  the  same  way  by 
time  and  space.  It  could  record  diffi- 
cult and  expensive  experiments  and 
rare  surgical  operations.  Films  were 
compact  and  could  be  easily  conveyed; 
they  could  be  made  and  shown  any- 
where and  seen  by  a  large  audience  at 
one  time.  Those  made  by  experts 
could  help  to  clarify  controversial  sub- 
jects. The  film  could  be  used  to  con- 
vey quickly  and  clearly  the  latest  re- 
search developments  to  acquaint  stu- 
dents with  new  discoveries  before  they 
appeared  in  textbooks  or  to  present 
existing  knowledge  in  a  more  interest- 
ing way.  They  should  only  be  used 
for  teaching  purposes  when  they  were 
recognised  as  being  useful  for  that  pur- 
pose, not  as  a  classroom  "  treat,"  and 
trick  devices  should  not  be  used  for 
effect.  Mr.  Fishburn's  address  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  programme  of  films  and 
film  strips,  some  of  which  were  pre- 
pared by  the  Society's  films  committee 
and  all  of  which  were  sponsored  by 
well-known  pharmaceutical  houses.  In 
addition  to  the  films  and  film-strips 
shown  to  an  invited  audience  on  No- 
vember 4,  1953  (see  C.  &  D.,  1953.  II. 
485),  a  coloured  35  mm.  film  was 
shown,  prepared  by  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries,  Ltd.  Entitled  "  Sources  and 
Channels  of  Infection."  The  film  which 
was  intended  as  a  teaching  film  for 
nurses  was  made  at  the  Birmingham 
Accident  Hospital,  and  demonstrated 
sources  of  infection  and  wound  con- 
tamination in  hospital,  and  emphasised 
the  need  for  aseptic  technique  in  the 
dressing  of  wounds. 

SURGICAL  APPLIANCES 

Material  and  payment  changes 

THE  Ministry  of  Health  has  sent  to 
each  Executive  Council  copies  of  a 
notice  calling  attention  to  certain 
changes  in  the  arrangements  for  the 
payment  for  the  supply  of  elastic 
hosiery  and  trusses  (effective  from 
April  1)  and  new  specifications  for  sur- 
gical hosiery  fabric  which  are  appear- 
ing in  the  Drug  Tariff,  April  1954.  Con- 
tractors are  required  to  supply  hosiery 
conforming  to  those  specifications  from 
July  1.  The  specifications  for  elastic 
net  hosiery  include  a  requirement  that 
each  order  for  below-knee,  above-knee 
or  thigh  stockings  must  be  met  by  the 
supply  of  articles  made  to  the  patient's 
measurements.  The  notice  is  being  cir- 
culated to  chemist  contractors  and 
doctors. 

N.II.S.  COSTS 
Physicians'  evidence 

THE  Royal  College  of  Physicians  has 
submitted  a  memorandum  of  evidence 
on  the  cost  of  the  National  Health 
Service  to  the  Guillebaud  committee. 
Discussing  the  future  of  the  Service  the 
College  says  that  it  is  agreed  that  as 
medicine  grows  more  complex  doctors 
will  ask  for  more  money  for  their 
work.  No  country  could  afford  a  per- 
fect medical  service  but  a  merely 
"  adequate  "  standard  was  not  enough. 
In  some  of  its  institutions,  at  least,  the 
N.H.S.  must  afford  conditions  in  which 
medicine  at  the  most  advanced  level 
could  be  practised.    Otherwise  British 


medicine  would  be  quickly  deprived  of 
the  leadership  which  it  gained  during 
and  since  the  1939-45  war  and  would 
decline  until  even  an  adequate  service 
would  not  be  attainable. 

Closing  date  for  evidence 

THE  committee  of  inquiry  into  the  cost 
of  the  National  Health  Service,  of 
which  the  chairman  is  Mr.  C.  W. 
Guillebaud,  C.B.E.,  has  decided  that  the 
closing  date  for  the  submission  of  writ- 
ten evidence  is  June  30.  Anyone  wish- 
ing to  submit  a  memorandum  should 
send  it  before  that  date  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  committee  (Mr.  E.  Halli- 
day),  Ministry  of  Health,  Savile  Row, 
London,  W.l. 

IRISH  NEWS

It  was 
agreed  to  hold  a  meeting  of  the  social 
subcommittee  on  March  18  to  discuss 
a  programme  for  the  following  months. 

Ulster  Chemists'  Association 

AT  the  March  meeting  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  Ulster  Chemists' 
Association,  Mr.  H.  G.  Campbell  (pre- 
sident) in  the  chair,  it  was  decided  to 
form  a  group  scheme  in  connection 
with  the  British  United  Provident 
Association  (amalgamating  the  Nuf- 
field Ulster  Provident  Association).

A  quotation  for  the 
printing  of  the  Association's  new  price 
list  was  accepted,  and  suggestions  from 
the  local  Associations  concerning  its 
format  were  given  consideration.  It 
was  agreed  to  invite  representatives  of 
the  local  Associations  to  attend  the 
April  meeting  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee to  take  part  in  a  general  dis- 
cussion.

Matters 
discussed  included  C.F.  new  lines,  rota 
service,  medicaments  supplied  by  wel- 
fare clinics  and  price  changes.  Final 
arrangements  were  made  for  a  forth- 
coming whist  drive  in  aid  of  the 
Northern  Ireland  Chemists'  Benevolent 
Fund. 

Pharmacy  Football  Success 

THE  College  of  Pharmacy  Gaelic  Ath- 
letic Association  foo.ball  team  in  a 
championship  match  with  St.  Mary's, 
Saggart,  held  at  Parnell  Park,  Dublin, 
on  March  14  were  the  victors  by  1 
goal  7  points  to  8  points.  Outstand- 
ing on  the  pharmacists'  side  were  the 
captain  (Seamus  Quinn),  Brendan 
McWey,  Vincent  Ledwith,  and  Frank 
Deady.  Recently  on  the  same  ground 
the  pharmacists  beat  O'Tooles  in  a 
senior  league  match  by  8  points  to  2. 
1953-54  has  been  one  of  the  most  pro- 
mising seasons  for  the  pharmacists  in 
the  senior  league  so  far,  since  they 
have  won  four  successive  league 
matches.

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LOCAL  NEWS 

Visit  to  Cancer  Research  Unit 

MEMBERS  of  the  Romford  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  who  visited 
the  Chester  Beatty  Research  Institute 
in  London  recently  were  welcomed  by 
Professor  Haddow  (director  of  the  In- 
stitute) who  gave  a  brief  survey  of  the 
work  of  the  Institute,  describing  the 
main  lines  of  current  researches  into 
the  problem  of  malignancy.  The  mem- 
bers were  then  shown  laboratories  de- 
voted to  research  in  chemistry,  physi- 
cal chemistry,  cytology,  microphoto- 
graphy,  biochemistry,  and  experimental 
pathology,  the  special  functions  of  each 
being  explained  by  members  of  the 
staff.  Test  animals  in  which  tumours 
had  been  induced  by  implantation  or 
by  treatment  with  carcinogens  were 
demonstrated  to  the  party.  Highlights 
of  the  visit  were  the  demonstrations  of 
an  electron  microscope,  and  of  a  speeded 
motion  cine  microfilm  apparatus. 

Chelsea  Students'  Ball 

THE  Chelsea  School  of  Pharmacy 
Association  held  its  annual  ball  on 
February  25.  During  the  evening  spot 
prizes  were  distributed,  some  of  which 
had  been  presented  by  Boots,  Ltd.; 
Butler  &  Crispe,  Ltd.;  Coty  (England), 
Ltd.;  Goya,  Ltd.;  Innoxa  (England), 
Ltd.;  Revlon  International  Corporation; 
Sangers,  Ltd.;  Saville  Perfumery,  Ltd.; 
and  Yardley  &  Co.,  Ltd.  At  one  point 
the  dancing  was  interrupted  by  an 
announcement  that  the  mascot  of  the 
Chelsea  School  of  Pharmacy  would  be 
paraded,  and  the  300  dancers  halted 
while  four  students  solemnly  brought 
in  a  bell  inscribed  "Jacob  1953."

(see  C.  &  D.,  February  20,  p.  178)  has 
been  told  by  the  secretary  of  the 
Association  that  Warmley  is  in  no 
worse  position  than  anywhere  else — 
and  better  off  than  some  places.  He 
believed  the  facilities  over  the  country 
were  adequate. 

STANDARD  FOR 
CATHETERS 

Addendum  No.  1  to  British  Standard 
1695,  1950  ("Catheters  (Flexible 
Urinary) ")  gives  a  specification  for  the 
Foley  natural  rubber  latex  catheter. 
The  Benique  gauge  system  for  the  out- 
side diameter  of  the  shaft  has  been 
adopted  to  denote  the  size.  Sizes  32 
and  36,  both  having  a  5-mil  capacity 
balloon,  and  sizes  40  to  52  each  having 
four  sizes  of  balloon  as  required  (5, 
30,  50  and  75-mil  capacity  when  in- 
flated), are  specified,  and  requirements 
are  given  for  wall  thickness  of  the 
balloon  to  ensure  that  it  will  inflate 
evenly,  and  also  that  when  inflated  it 
will  withstand  a  pressure  of  300  mm.  of 
mercury.  Working  drawings  of  the 
catheter  and  of  a  metal  valve  to  facili- 
tate inflation  from  a  syringe  are  given.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 
Photography  and  Salesmanship 

The  articles  on  pp.  265-72,  taken  with  the  continuing  C.  &  D.  series 
on  photography,  show  how  much  the  trade  in  photographic  apparatus  and 
sundries  has  been  expanded  during  the  past  few  years.  A  motto  for  these 
descriptions  by  experts  and  skilled  writers  may  be  found  in  this  sentence 
in  an  editorial  comment  on  p.  263 :  "  The  chemist,  if  he  hopes  the 
camera  user  will  continue  to  be  his  customer,  must  keep  pace  with  .  .  . 
increasing  skill  and  knowledge."  The  basis  of  recent  developments  in  the 
efficiency  of  cameras  is  scientific.  It  follows  that  in  every  pharmacy 
that  includes  a  photographic  department  one  person  should  keep  abreast 
of  what  is  written  on  technique,  and  so  be  able  to  answer  customers' 
reasonable  questions.  As  Mr.  A.  J.  Surgenor  points  out  on  p.  266,  up-to- 
date  apparatus  is  not  necessarily  too  expensive  for  the  average  amateur. 
Careful  perusal  of  the  eight  pages  mentioned  cannot  fail  to  give  an 
enterprising  salesman  much  to  think  about. 

A  Statistical  Sample 

One  of  the  most  informative  reports  read  lately  by  me  is  that  of  an 
address  (p.  282)  given  at  Glasgow  by  Mr.  J.  Macdonald,  general  field 
manager  of  the  A.  C.  Nielsen  Co.,  Ltd.  This  company  is  the  British 
division  of  one  of  the  larger  statistical  organisations  in  the  United 
States.  Although,  as  we  know,  statistics  have  to  be  interpreted  in  the 
light  of  other  factors,  those  given  by  Mr.  Macdonald  are  impressive. 
They  indicate  that  "  the  small  private  trader "  in  Great  Britain  shows 
signs  of  increasing  business  in  a  higher  degree  than  firms  and  companies 
that  trade  in  a  larger  way.  True,  "  expenditure  with  the  chemist  in 
1953  was  about  £3  per  person  per  year,"  which  seems  a  comparatively 
small  sum.  The  speaker  went  on  to  say  that  while  the  small  man  was 
doing  a  far  higher  proportion  of  his  business  in  dispensing,  the  large 
firms  were  doing  more  counter  trade.  This  difference,  assuming  that  it  is  fairly 
constant  in  the  areas  tested,  may  to  some  extent  be  accounted  for,  I 
suggest,  by  a  bias  in  favour  of  dispensing  by  a  proprietor  of  a  pharmacy 
rather  than  by  one  of  several  assistants,  and  also  by  the  fact  that 
proprietary  medicines  widely  advertised  can  be  obtained  at  almost  any 
registered  place  of  business.  The  practical  quality  of  the  conclusions 
reached  may  be  instanced  by  the  remark  that,  "  ideally,"  stock  should 
be  turned  over  at  least  four  times  a  year,  whereas  the  average  chemist 
has  about  four  months'  supply  of  most  items.  Mr.  Macdonald  com- 
mented on  the  unwisdom  of  trying  to  sell  something  other  than  the 
article  asked  for. 

Anomalies  in  N.H.S.  Prescribing 

On  three  pages  of  your  issue  of  March  13  there  are  indications  of 
anomalies  in  National  Health  Service  prescribing.  On  p.  251  a  Ministry 
of  Health  notice  is  reported  which  draws  presenters'  attention  to  the 
necessity  for  giving  all  required  particulars  on  Schedule  IV  prescriptions. 
Carelessness  in  this  respect  may  cause  much  trouble.  Ten  years  or  more 
ago  T  saw  a  prescription  of  this  class  with  no  mention  of  a  dose.  The 
patient  supplied  the  want,  and  the  medicine  was  dispensed  without  remark. 
Though  I  must  not  be  understood  to  approve  this  irregularity,  doctor 
and  patient  lived  about  four  miles  apart  without  a  direct  transport  service, 
and  there  was  a  war  on.  Next  we  come  (p.  254)  to  the  case  of  the 
patient  who  stuffed  cushions  with  N.H.S.  cotton  wool.  The  prescriber 
had  an  excellent  defence  against  criticism.  She  was  acting  as  a  locum, 
and  till  a  third  pound  of  the  "  dressing  "  was  asked  for  had  no  suspicion 
of  misuse.  We  are  not  all  endowed  with  the  insight  of  a  Sherlock  Holmes. 
Lastly,  it  was  disclosed  at  an  inquest  (p.  257)  that  a  patient  had 
accumulated  333  medicinal  tablets  in  her  house,  and  that  the  collection 
included  drugs  not  obtainable  without  a  doctor's  prescription.  In  con- 
trast to  the  doctor,  who  "  released  "  the  story  of  the  cushion  to  illustrate 
the  desirability  of  the  shilling  charge  per  form,  the  coroner  hinted  that  the 
fee  is  insufficient.  Perhaps  the  French  system  of  payment  is  better. 
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IN  a  written  answer  on  March  10  the 
Minister  of  Food  (Major  Gwilym 
Lloyd  George)  told  Mr.  D.  T. 
Llewellyn  that  two  samples  of  orange 
juice  concentrate  being  offered  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  for  sale  through  the 
trade  for  food  manufacturing  purposes 
contained  02  and  L0  parts  per  mil- 
lion of  lead.  There  was  at  present  no 
statutory  limit  on  lead  content,  but 
those  figures  weie  well  within  the 
general  limit  of  2  p.p.m.  recommended 
by  the  Food  Standards  Committee. 

Excessive  Prescribing 

Mr.  G.  Jeger  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  on  March  11,  how  many  cases 
of  excessive  prescribing  by  medical 
practitioners  had  been  reported  to  him 
each  year  since  the  National  Health 
Service  commenced;  and  in  how  many 
of  those  cases  action  was  taken. 

The  Parliamentary  Secretary  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  (Miss  P. 
Hornsby-Smith)  replied  that  prima  facie 
evidence  of  excessive  prescribing  by 
300  doctors  was  reported  in  1950-51, 
263  in  1952,  320  in  1953.  Of  those, 
.852  were  visited  by  the  Ministry's 
medical  officers  and  substantial  reduc- 


tions of  cost  resulted  thereafter.  The 
prescribing  of  seventeen  was  referred 
in  accordance  with  Regulations  to  the 
Local  Medical  Committee.  So  far, 
in  nine  cases  sums  ranging  from  £25 
to  £250  had  been  withheld  from  the 
doctors'  remuneration.  In  about  80  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  after  investigation  it 
was  thought  that  there  was  no  evi- 
dence of  excessive  prescribing;  of  the 
remaining  20  per  cent.,  seventeen  were 
referred  out  of  852  investigated. 

Mr.  A.  Blenkinsop:  Could  the  Min- 
ister say  whether  it  was  intended  in 
England  to  follow  the  excellent  ex- 
ample of  Scotland  on  area  averages 
for  prescribing  ?  (See  C.  &  D.,  March 
6,  p.  225.) 

Miss  Hornsby-Smith  :  That  matter 
must  be  looked  at  when  we  have 
caught  up  with  the  general  prescribing. 

Elastic  Hosiery 

Mr.  J.  Harrison  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  why  his  department  insisted 
that  where  elastic  stockings  or  ank- 
lets were  supplied,  the  type  provided 
must  be  Lastonet,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  Lastonet  was  the  trade  name  of 
a    widely    advertised    product    of  a 


single  firm,  and  that  that  insistence 
discriminated  against  other  firms. 

The  Parliamentary  Secretary  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  (Miss  P. 
Hornsby-Smith)  in  a  written  answer 
on  March  11  said  that  the  articles 
might  be  of  three  kinds  of  material, 
one-way  stretch,  Lastex  yarn,  and  elas- 
tic net  and  no  particular  make  was 
specified. 

Analgesia  in  Childbirth 

Mr.  R.  W.  Sorensen  asked  the  Min- 
ister of  Health  by  how  much  analgesia 
in  childbirth  had  increased. 

In  a  written  reply  on  March  1 1 , 
the  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  (Miss  P. 
Hornsby-Smith)  said  that  no  informa- 
tion was  available  about  use  in  hos- 
pitals but  in  domiciliary  midwifery  the 
percentage  of  total  cases  given  gas  and 
air  rose  from  43  per  cent,  in  1949  to 
62  per  cent,  in  1952.  In  1949  the 
total  number  of  cases  given  gas  and 
air  was  128,643;  in  1951,  146,444;  and 
in  1952,  150,774.  In  1949  administra- 
tion of  pethidine  was  not  authorised; 
in  1951,  64,994  cases  were  given  the 
drug;  and  in  1952,  81,965  cases. 


LEEDS  HONOURS  "LOCAL  BOY"  PRESIDENT 


AT  a  dinner-dance  organised  by  Leeds 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  honour  of  Mr.  T.  Heseltine  (presi- 
dent of  the  Society)  and  Mrs.  Heseltine 
on  February  24,  they  were  presented 
with  an  inscribed  gold  cigarette  case  and 
gold  watch  in  appreciation  of  their  ser- 
vices to  pharmacy.  Mr.  F.  J.  Carr 
(chairman  of  the  branch)  presided,  and 
among  those  present  as  visitors  were 
Messrs.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst  (vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Society),  H.  Steinman  (a 
member  of  the  Society's  Council),  D.  E. 
Sparshott  (chief  pharmacy  superinten- 
dent, Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.)  and 
G.  H.  M.  Graham  (chairman  of  the 
Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee). 

Twice  in  112  Years 

Proposing  the  toast  "  The  President," 
Mr.  P.  Dobson  (treasurer  of  the 
Branch)  said  that  only  twice  in  112 
years  had  a  pharmacist  from  Leeds 
occupied  the  office  of  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  former 
occasion  was  in  1924-25  when  the  late 
Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant,  barrister- 
at-law  (founder  of  the  Leeds  College 
of  Pharmacy),  was  president.  The 
Branch  rejoiced  in  the  opportunity  of 
asknowledging  publicly  its  thanks  to 
Mr.  Heseltine,  and  of  making  some  tan- 
gible recognition  to  him  and  his  wife 
for  their  distinguished  services. 

Mr.  Dobson  then  gave  a  brief  out- 
line of  Mr.  Heseltine's  career.  Mr. 
Heseltine,  he  said,  was  born  at  Loftus 
in  North  Yorkshire  and  was  appren- 
ticed to  Mr.  J.  M.  Slater  there.  After 
service  during  the  1914-18  war,  he  re- 
turned to  study  at  Leeds  College  of 
Pharmacy.  He  qualified  as  a  chemist 
and  druggist  in  1920.  Mr.  Dobson 
touched  upon  the  use  by  Mr. 
Heseltine's  many  friends  of  the 
name    of    "  Tiny "    and    said  that 


that  was  how  he  was  affection- 
ately spoken  of  by  pharmacists  all 
over  Britain  and  overseas.  He  spoke 
of  the  experience  of  pharmacy  which 
the  president  had  acquired  in  Whitby 
and  on  the  French  Riviera.  His 
knowledge  and  experience  of  pharmacy 
across  the  Channel  had  been  invaluable 
to  him  since  he  had  been  a  member 
of  Council,  especially  in  his  associa- 
tion with  the  work  of  the  Franco-Brit- 
ish Pharmaceutical  Commission  and 
the  International  Pharmaceutical  Feder- 
ation. Mr.  Heseltine  had  commenced 
business  as  a  retail  chemist  in  Norman- 
ton  in  1924.  He  became  a  member  of 
the  West  Riding  Insurance  Committee, 
and  was  elected  to  the  Executive  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  in 
1937,  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Herbert 
Gilleghan,  and  became  chairman  of 
that  Executive  in  1943,  and  chairman 
of  the  Chemists'  Friends  Association 
in  1944.  About  that  time  Mr.  Hesel- 
tine stood  for  election  to  the  Society's 
Council,  and  at  the  1944  election  two 
Yorkshiremen,  Heseltine  and  Brockle- 
hurst, headed  the  poll,  and  they  were 
proud  to  have  them  there  that  evening 
— the  one  as  president,  the  other  as 
vice-president  of  the  Society.  On  the 
death  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton  (a 
member  of  the  Society's  Council),  Mr. 
Heseltine  was  appointed  secretary  of 
the  West  Riding  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee. After  the  inception  of  the 
National  Health  Service  in  1948,  he 
became  first  chairman  of  the  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Commit- 
tee. He  was  appointed  to  the  first 
committee  A  of  the  Whitley  Council, 
and  a  member  of  the  original  commit- 
tee that  became  the  Joint  Pricing 
Committee  for  England.  He  was  also 
a  director  of  Riker  Laboratories,  Ltd., 
and  the  Rexall  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  on 
whose  behalf  he  visited  America  and 


Canada  in  1947  on  the  occasion  of  the 
opening  of  the  company's  headquarters 
in  Los  Angeles.  The  Society's  president 
was  a  man  of  many  parts.  He  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Normanton  branch  of  the 
British  Legion,  inspector  and  deputy 
commander  of  the  Wakefield  division 
of  the  West  Riding  Constabulary,  for 
which  he  had  received  the  Queen's 
Coronation  medal.  He  had  fought  the 
1945  and  1951  general  elections  as  a 
conservative  candidate  for  Normanton, 
and  though  he  was  unsuccessful  he  had 
the  distinction  of  polling  the  highest 
number  of  votes  ever  cast  for  a  Con- 
servative in  that  overwhelmingly 
Socialist  division.  In  closing,  Mr.  Dob- 
son paid  special  tribute  to  Mrs.  Hesel- 
tine for  the  devoted  care  and  attention 
which  she  had  given  to  her  husband  to 
enable  him  to  carry  out  all  the  offices 
which  he  had  undertaken.  Mr.  F.  J. 
Carr  made  the  presentations. 

Mr.  Heseltine  then  thanked  the 
Branch  for  the  gift,  which  he  said  he 
would  keep  to  the  end  of  his  days. 

He  thanked  Messrs.  Brocklehurst  and 
Steinman  for  their  help  and  encourage- 
ment before  and  while  he  had  held 
office  as  president,  and  Messrs.  Graham 
and  Sparshott  for  their  help  and  sup- 
port in  N.H.S.  negotiations.  Mrs. 
Heseltine,  in  her  reply,  spoke  of  her 
pride  in  her  husband's  achievement,  and 
of  his  genuine  desire  to  give  all  for 
pharmacy.  She  thanked  the  Branch  for 
its  recognition  of  the  president  and  her- 
self, and  for  the  beautiful  gift.  Mr. 
E.  S.  Mitchell  (managing  director  of 
P.D.S.  (Leeds),  Ltd.),  presented  replicas 
of  the  chairman's  badge  to  the  Leeds 
Branch  on  behalf  of  his  company. 
The  president  then  bestowed  them 
upon  the  past  chairmen,  Messrs.  C.  S- 
Challinor,  M.  Jackson,  F.  A.  A.  Jones, 
C.  R.  Duffin,  E.  W.  Ryecroft  and  F. 
Mitchell. 
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CHEMISTS  OF  WALES  CONFER 

First  National  Meeting  of  N.P.U.  Members 


THE  lirst  Welsh  national  meeting  of 
members  of  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  was  held  at  Porthcawl  on 
March  14,  Mr.  H.  Holmes  (N.P.U. 
chairman)  presiding. 

Discussion  on  the  five  principal  sub- 
jects on  the  agenda  occupied  four 
hours  of  statement  and  discussion, 
broken  only  by  an  interval  of  half  an 
hour  for  tea.  In  the  morning  many 
of  the  members  had  attended  a  ser- 
vice at  All  Saints  Church,  Porthcawl. 

Mr.  G.  T.  M.  David  (N.P.U.  Execu- 
tive member  for  South  Wales),  who 
welcomed  members  and  wished  them 
"  Good  voice,"  mentioned  that  their 
chairman  (Mr.  Holmes)  had  first  sug- 
gested such  area  conferences.  With 
them  on  the  platform  were  Messrs.  L. 
H.  Teare  (vice-chairman),  Gwilym 
Hughes  (N.P.U.  Executive  member  for 
North  Wales),  Talvan  Rees  (a  member 
of  Executive),  H.  Noble  (secretary),  R. 
H.  Kemp  (assistant  secretary,  N.P.U., 
and  secretary,  Chemists  Federation) 
and  Mr.  Rhys  C.  Williams,  Llanrwst. 
Each  subject  was  introduced  from  the 
platform,  resolutions,  discussion  and 
questions  following.  The  subjects 
were: — 

General  N.P.U.  Matters 

Mr.  G.  T.  M.  David  said  that  the 
N.P.U.  was  primarily  concerned  with 
the  conservation  of  private  practice  in 
pharmacy.  Two  important  aspects  of 
that  subject  were  apprenticeship  and 
ensuring  that  an  adequate  number  of 
shops  were  kept  in  private  hands.  At 
present,  13  per  cent,  of  all  registered 
apprentices  were  in  private  pharmacies, 
17  per  cent,  in  hospitals  and  manufac- 
turing laboratories,  and  the  remainder 
with  the  multiples  and  co-operative 
societies.  That  situation  would  even- 
tually put  more  and  more  pharmaceu- 
tical work  into  the  hands  of  the  com- 
bines. To  meet  the  situation,  proprietor 
pharmacists  must  take  on  more  appren- 
tices. They  must  give  them  an  ade- 
quate training  that  should  include 
business  methods,  and  the  training 
should  also  introduce  apprentices  to 
the  ideals  of  personal  service  and  re- 
generate the  spirit  of  adventure.  More 
attention  should  be  given  to  partner- 
ships, especially  by  the  method  of 
allowing  a  young  pharmacist  to  leave 
part  of  his  salary  in  the  business.  That 
system  would  also  solve  the  problem 
of  the  retiring  elderly,  who  otherwise 
would  often  have  no  choice  but  to 
sell  to  the  multiples.  Mr.  David 
pointed  out  that  the  N.P.U.  business 
purchase  and  guarantee  fund  not  only 
enabled  pharmacists  to  set  up  in  busi- 
ness, but  also  assisted  owners  of  small 
businesses  to  buy  larger  ones. 

Nine  resolutions  were  tabled  in  this 
section  of  the  agenda.  The  first  three 
had  to  do  with  the  products  of  Reckitt 
&  Colman,  Ltd.  They  pledged  full 
support  to  the  N.P.U.  Executive  in  its 
recommendation  to  members  not  to 
make  direct  purchases  of  the  com- 
pany's products;  urged  the  Executive 
to  seek  adoption  by  the  multiples  of 
the  same  course  of  action;  and  pressed 
the  Executive  to  request  the  pharma- 


ceutical Press  not  to  accept  advertise- 
ments from  the  company  while  the 
disagreement  between  it  and  chemists 
continued. 

All  were  carried.  Mr.  C.  T.  Jenkins, 
Port  Talbot,  pointed  out  that  chem- 
ists, by  not  buying  direct,  lost  a  per- 
centage discount,  but  that  the  percent- 
age cost  to  manufacturers  was  much 
higher.  Mr.  J.  W.  Rees,  Swansea, 
said  that,  if  chemists  weakened  in  their 
stand,  their  whole  livelihood  would  be 
at  stake. 

The  next  two  resolutions  were  con- 
cerned with  purchase  tax,  the  first 
urging  representations  to  all  manufac- 
turers to  share  retailers'  losses  in  the 
event  of  a  reduction  of  rate,  and 
second  calling  for  abolition  of  the 
tax  on  all  medicines.  Mr.  W.  J. 
Powell,  Cardiff,  said  that,  if  every 
manufacturer  co-operated  in  that  way, 
an  even  larger  body  of  trade  opinion 
would  be  influencing  the  Chancellor 
to  remove  the  tax  on  medicines  and 
similar  products.  Mr.  H.  R.  Clarke, 
Chepstow,  thought  that  the  manufac- 
turers, if  they  were  to  apply  that  pol- 
icy, would  be  faced  with  difficulties 
almost  as  great  as  those  of  the  Chan- 
cellor. Another  member  pointed  out 
that  almost  100  per  cent,  of  cosmetic 
manufacturers  had  offered  to  share  the 
loss  if  a  reduction  of  tax  rate  oc- 
curred.  Both  resolutions  were  carried. 

An  N.P.U.  price  list  of  packed  goods 
("  on  the  assumption  that  these  are 
packed  on  the  premises ")  was  called 
for  in  the  next  resolution,  which  was 
carried  after  being  amended  to  make 
clear  that  the  prices  listed  would  be 
minimum  figures. 

Mr.  G.  A.  Lewis,  on  behalf  of  New- 
port and  Monmouthshire  Branch,  next 
moved  to  secure  clear  markings  of  in- 
clusive retail  prices  on  all  fixed-price 
chemists'  goods.  His  motion  was 
accepted. 

The  first  defeat  came  when  Cardiff 
Branch  called  for  delegates'  expenses  at 
conferences  to  be  allowed  on  the  basis 
of  first-class  rail  fare  plus  £2  2s.  per 
day  and,  if  necessary,  £1  Is.  per  night. 
Members  were  not  prepared  for  the 
large  increase  in  annual  membership 
dues  that  that  would  involve.  The  final 
resolution  in  this  section  dealt  with 
the  very  controversial  subject  of  limita- 
tion of  pharmacies  permitted  to  con- 
tract under  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice. Mr.  J.  W.  Rees,  Swansea,  gave 
a  number  of  reasons  why  the  subject 
should  be  re-examined,  and  his  views 
prevailed  over  another  member's 
warning  of  "  obvious  dangers." 

National  Health  Service  Matters 

In  a  review  of  matters  currently 
awaiting  settlement  between  contractors 
and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Mr.  H. 
Noble  said  that  the  Ministry  had  been 
"  very  sticky  indeed  "  when  the  Central 
Committee,  on  instructions  from  the 
February  11  conference  of  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee  representatives,  had 
insisted  that  the  container  allowance 
should  be  treated  separately  from  con- 
tractors' remuneration.  If  the  Ministry 
were  not  prepared  to  increase  the  con- 


tainer allowance,  there  would  need  to 
be  a  system  under  which  the  public 
paid  for  containers.  As  to  a  joint 
inquiry  into  contractors'  costs,  the 
deputation  had  learned  that  the 
Ministry  would  probably  demand 
figures  for  10  per  cent,  of  all  contrac- 
tors as  a  justification  for  any  change 
in  remuneration.  Given  adequate  safe- 
guards, the  Central  Commitiee  would 
probably  agree  to  the  inquiry. 

The  Central  Committee  had  passed 
on  to  the  Ministry  the  rejection,  by 
both  chemists  and  the  Surgical  Instru- 
ment Manufacturers'  Association,  of 
the  two  scales  recently  put  foiward 
(C.  &  D.,  February  20,  p.  177)  of  pay- 
ments for  trusses  and  elastic  hosiery. 
The  Ministry  had  flatly  declined  to 
postpone  the  date  for  applying  the  new- 
scales,  but  in  fact  had  not  carried  out 
its  threat  to  impose  the  lower  of  them. 
On  April  1,  therefore,  the  higher  of  the 
two  scales  would  take  effect  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  months.  Contrac- 
tors were  committed  to  a  joint  inquiry, 
and  a  possible  outcome  was  that  con- 
tractors who  merely  supplied  might  be 
paid  a  lower  level  than  those  who  sup- 
plied and  fitted.  It  was  also  possible 
that  truss  fitting  would  be  limited  to 
contractors  with  facilities  and  training. 

Of  seven  resolutions  on  this  section 
of  the  order  paper  one  was  withdrawn  as 
already  obsolete.  A  motion  put  by  Mr. 
Richards,  Bridgend,  was  dealt  with  in 
two  parts.  The  first,  which  expressed 
dissatisfaction  with  the  present  rates  of 
National  Health  Service  remuneration 
and  deplored  the  continued  changes 
made  by  the  Ministry,  was  carried.  Mr. 
Richards  said  that  chemists  were  not 
getting  the  rate  for  the  job;  he  criti- 
cised the  Executive  as  lacking  leadership 
and  fighting  spirit. 

His  seconder,  Mr.  R.  H.  Williams. 
Cowbridge,  said  that  the  fewness  of 
replies  to  requests  to  contractors  for 
business  statistics  was  indefensible,  but 
he  thought  the  required  number  could 
be  easily  obtained  by  doubling  the 
number  of  questionnaires  sent  out.  He 
considered  that  there  was  no  basis  for 
a  single  system  of  remuneration  for 
urban  and  rural  chemists.  The  second 
part  of  the  resolution,  which  contem- 
plated contractors'  suspending  the 
supply  of  trusses  and  hosieiy  in  cer- 
tain circumstances,  was  withdrawn 
after  discussion. 

Newport  Branch  secured  support  for 
a  proposition  that  insufficient  pressure 
was  brought  to  bear  on  the  Ministry 
when  matters  affecting  the  professional 
services  of  pharmacists  were  discussed. 
In  the  discussion  a  suggestion  was 
made  that  payment  should  be  geared 
to  the  number  of  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed. 

Moving  a  resolution  that  formulas  of 
new  drugs  and  medicinals  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Cohen  committee  be- 
fore being  marketed,  to  eliminate 
duplicated  or  worthless  remedies,  Mr. 
E.  Davies,  Swansea,  said  he  had  in 
mind  that  when  the  Cohen  committee 
crossed  off  one  preparation  another 
seven  sprang  up.  The  resolution  was 
carried.  So  was  a  motion  that  the  Cen- 
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tral  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee  should  not  agree  to  any 
extension  of  the  list  of  "  ethical  pro- 
ducts "  based  on  a  fixed  dispensing  pack. 

A  resolution  that  all  products  pre- 
scribable on  EC10  should  be  made 
freely  available  to  all  chemist  contrac- 
tors was  prompted  by  doctors'  ordering 
of  products  only  obtainable  from  cer- 
tain contractors.  "  That  amounts  to 
direction,"  said  the  mover.  It  was 
stated  by  another  member  that  the 
manufacturer  principally  concerned 
had  undertaken  to  supply  any  of  his 
goods  at  wholesale  prices  if  the  order 
was  marked  "  for  dispensing."  The 
resolution  was  carried. 

The  final  resolution  in  the  section 
called  for  notification  of  the  results  of 
N.P.U.  pricing  checks  to  the  chemist 
concerned  or  anonymously  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  N.P.U.  branch.  Mr.  Noble 
pointed  out  that  results  were  already 
notified  to  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
secretaries.  The  resolution  was  carried. 

Prescription  Pricing  in  Wales 

Reviewing  the  pricing  situation  in 
Wales,  Mr.  Gwilym  Hughes  said  that 
extensions  at  the  bureau  at  Cardiff  were 
nearly  completed.  They  had  set  pricing 
back  a  bit,  but  it  was  hoped  that  soon, 
with  more  personnel,  the  lag  would  be 
made  up. 

Rural  Area  Problems 

A  statement  on  current  pharmaceuti- 
cal problems  in  the  rural  areas  was 
given  by  Mr.  Rhys  C.  Williams, 
Llanrwst  (see  p.  295),  and  a  resolution 
urging  the  N.P.U.  to  devise  some  means 
of  improving  supplies  of  oxygen 
cylinders  in  rural  areas  was  afterwards 
put  and  carried.  In  moving  the  reso- 
lution, Mr.  W.  H.  Evans,  Carmarthen, 
said  that  the  issue  of  oxygen  in  Car- 
marthenshire was  well  above  the  aver- 
age. The  suppliers  demanded  an  empty 
cylinder  for  each  full  one  supplied. 
They  should  find  a  way  to  provide  more 
cylinders. 

C.F.  Matters 

The  last  of  the  sectional  headings. 
"  Current  C.F.  Matters,"  was  intro- 
duced by  Mr.  R.  H.  Kemp  (secretary 
of  the  Chemists  Federation).  He  said 
the  time  was  coming  when  there  would 
be  far  more  stringent  competition  on 
the  sales  side.  The  manufacturer 
members  of  the  tripartite  body  had 
voluntarily  restricted  distribution.  Re- 
tailers had  a  responsibility.  In  pressing 
the  sale  of  C.F.  products  they  were 
enhancing  the  prestige  of  pharmacy. 
The  Federation  was  appointing  a  repre- 
sentative who  would  shortly  be  calling 
on  members. 

The  conference  pledged  its  full  sup- 
port for  the  movement.  A  Cardiff 
Branch  resolution  that  no  manufacturer 
should  be  accepted  to  C.F.  benefits 
without  an  undertaking  to  restrict  the 
sales  of  all  his  eligible  products  to 
pharmacists  was  carried.  So  was  a 
resolution  that  money  spent  on  pelmets 
and  showcards  for  C.F.  should  be 
diverted  to  obtaining  100  per  cent,  sup- 
port from  pharmacists. 

After  the  meeting  had  decided  that 
the  conference  should  become  an 
annual  one  and  Mr.  Hughes  had  in- 
vited it  to  North  Wales  irr  1954,  a  vote 
of  thanks  was  moved  by  Mr.  Talvan 
Rees  to  the  organisers. 


N.H.S.  PRICING 
Ruling  on  Sizes  and  Strengths 

THE  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
has  circularised  secretaries  of  all  Phar- 
maceutical Committees  on  the  subject 
of  the  pricing  of  National  Health  Ser- 
vice prescriptions  for  preparations 
available  in  different  sizes  and 
strengths.  The  circular  is  summarised 
below :  — ■ 

In  order  to  reduce  the  number  of 
prescriptions  referred  back  to  contrac- 
tors for  the  preserver's  signature,  the 
clerk  of  the  loint  Pricing  Committee 
for  England  sent  an  instruction  to  all 
bureaux  recently  which  resulted  in 
many  contractors  receiving  a  memoran- 
dum which  indicated  that  "  in  future 
unless  the  prescriber  indicates  other- 
wise the  cost  of  the  smallest  strength/ 
size  only  will  be  allowed."  The  clerk 
of  the  J.P.C.  did  not  consult  either  the 
Central  N.H.S.  Committee  or  the 
Ministry  of  Health  before  issuing  that 
instruction. 

As  a  result  of  representations  which 
the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee  made  to 
the  Ministry  and  the  J.P.C,  the  follow- 
ing procedure  has  now  been  agreed: 

1.  Prescriptions  awaiting  pricing  in 
the  bureaux  and  dispensed  up  to 
March  31. 

(a)  No  size  or  strength  stated  by  pres- 
criber and  no  endorsement  by  pharma- 
cist: — Small  size  generally  will  be  paid 
for;  lowest  strength  will  be  paid  for 
except  (1)  Butazolidin  tablets,  Aludrox 
tablets,  Veriloid  tablets,  Benadryl  cap- 
sules and  Epanutin  capsules,  where  the 
higher  strength  will  be  paid  for,  and  (2) 
Benerva  tablets,  Estigyn  tablets,  ethis- 
terone  tablets  and  Redoxon  tablets, 
where  the  strength  paid  for  will  be  that 
indicated  in  the  National  Formulary 
for  supply  of  the  "  official  "  equivalent 
when  strength  not  stated,  (b)  No  size 
or  strength  stated  by  prescriber  but  en- 
dorsed by  pharmacist  with  larger  size 
or  strength  : — Prescriptions  endorsed  by 
pharmacist  showing  larger  size  supplied 
will  be  referred  back  so  that  pres- 
criber's initials  may  be  secured,  but 
strength  endorsed  will  be  paid  for. 

2.  Prescriptions  dispensed  on  and 
after  April  1. 

(a)  Ordering  Schedule  4  poisons 
available  in  different  strengths: — If  the 
prescriber  has  not  indicated  the 
strength  the  form  must  be  referred 
back  to  him  so  that  he  can  add  the 
strength.  The  Ministry  of  Health  can- 
not recognise  an  endorsement  by 
a  pharmacist  as  meeting  the  require- 
ments of  the  Poisons  Law.  The 
strength  and  quantity  to  be  supplied 
must  be  given  by  the  prescriber.  (b) 
Non-proprietary  tablets,  etc.,  included 
in  the  N.F.  and  their  proprietary  equiv- 
alents:— Where  no  strength  is  stated 
by  the  prescriber  the  strength  indicated 
in  the  N.F.  for  supply  on  "  open " 
orders  should  be  dispensed  and  will  be 
paid  for.  (c)  All  other  preparations 
availab'e  in  different  strengths  or  sizes: — 
The  smallest  strength /size  should  be 
supplied  and  will  be  paid  for  except 
where  the  prescriber  indicates  by  add- 
ing the  strength /size  and  initialling  the 
addition  that  a  larger  strength /size  was 
to  be  dispensed. 

A  list  of  preparations  where  a  higher 
strength  or  larger  pack  may  be  supplied 
is  being  considered. 


LEGAL  REPORTS 

Unauthorised  Possession. — At  Liver- 
pool, on  March  5,  Hilary  Augilera, 
Liverpool,  a  native  of  Trinidad,  pleaded 
guilty  to  unauthorised  possession  of 
1  lb.  Indian  hemp.  He  was  sent  to 
prison  for  four  months. 

Pharmacy  Act  Fine. — A  fine  of  £5, 
with  £2  2s.  costs,  was  imposed  at  Rip- 
ley, Derbyshire,  magistrates'  court,  on 
March  8,  on  Frederick  William 
Tatham.  The  Corner  Stores,  Belper 
Road,  Heage,  for  selling  poison  at  his 
shop  when  he  was  not  authorised  to 
do  so.  Tatham  did  not  appear  in 
Court.  The  solicitor  who  prosecuted 
for  Derbyshire  county  council  stated 
that  an  inspector  of  the  council  had 
bought  a  bottle  of  disinfectant  at  the 
shop,  being  served  by  Mrs.  Tatham. 
He  later  saw  Tatham  himself  and  poin- 
ted out  that  he  had  been  warned  for 
selling  disinfectant  in  1948.  Tatham 
said  he  had  no  recollection  of  any 
previous  warning. 

An  Appeal  Succeeds. — In  the  Ulster 
divisional  court,  Belfast,  Northern  Ire- 
land, on  March  8,  John  Clark  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  chemists,  Donegal  Square  West, 
successfully  appealed  against  a  £10 
deduction  Lorn  their  remuneration  un- 
der the  Northern  Leland  General 
Health  Services  Board  (see  C.  &  D., 
1953.  I.  465).  The  deduction  had  been 
made  by  the  Board  on  the  ground 
that  the  company  had  been  in  breach 
of  its  terms  of  service  to  the  Board  by 
"  publishing  or  permitting  to  be  pub- 
lished a  certain  advertisement  and  issu- 
ing or  causing  to  be  issued  certain 
circulars "  relating  to  appliances  sup- 
plied undei  the  National  Health  Act. 
The  matter  came  before  Mr.  Justice 
Sheil  originally  for  a  condition  order 
of  certiorari  against  the  Board,  and 
the  judge  directed  that  the  matter 
should  come  before  the  divisional 
court  as  an  application  for  an  absolute 
order.  That  was  applied  for  on  July 
14,  1953,  and  the  court  reserved  judg- 
ment. Lord  Justice  Black,  giving  judg- 
ment on  March  8,  said  that,  in  July 
1952,  an  advertisement  by  Beasleys, 
Ltd.,  surgical  appliance  manufacturers, 
Cork  Street.  London  (who  are  also  on 
the  Board's  list)  in  two  Belfast  papers 
stated  that  a  representative  of  the  com- 
pany would  attend  at  Messrs.  Clarke's 
premises  in  Belfast  in  connection  with 
the  fitting  of  surgical  appliances 
"  under  the  National  Health  Act." 
Messrs.  Beasley  also  issued  circulars 
in  similar  terms,  and  took  full  respon- 
sibility for  publishing  the  advertise- 
ment and  issuing  the  circulars.  The 
Services  Committee  under  the  Board 
heard  charges  against  Messrs.  Clarke 
and  deducted  £10  from  their  remunera- 
tion, also  deducting  a  similar  amount 
from  Messrs.  Beasley.  That  finding 
was  confi  med  by  the  Board.  There 
could  be  no  doubt  the  publication  of 
the  advertisement  was  against  the  regu- 
lations. Messrs.  Beasley  had  taken 
responsibility  for  the  publication,  and 
it  seemed  to  the  court  an  unwarranted 
widening  of  the  terms  of  the  regula- 
tion to  include  the  word  "  permitting  " 
in  the  charges  made.  Therefore  the  de- 
cision of  the  Board  could  not  be 
allowed  to  stand,  and  an  absolute  order 
of  certiorari  would  issue,  directing  the 
Board  to  quash  the  deduction.

PUBLIC  COMPANIES 
Profits  and  Capital  Higher 

SOME  interesting  statistics  for  the  first 
two  months  of  1954  have  been  com- 
piled by  the  Financial  Times  covering 
accounts  published  in  that  period  by 
305  public  companies.  Of  those,  264 
industrial  concerns  show  a  total  in- 
crease of  5i  per  cent,  in  gross  manu- 
facturing and  trading  profits.  Alloca- 
tions to  reserve,  however,  increased  so 
that  earnings  considered  in  relation  to 
ordinary  capital  and  total  reserves 
actually  fell  from  34  per  cent,  to  33| 
per  cent,  and  net  dividends,  expressed 
as  a  ratio  to  the  same  total  of  capital 
employed,  remained  constant.  The  in- 
crease of  equity  (ordinary  capital)  and 
reserves  was  in  fact  greater  than  gross 
profits;  and  it  is  clearly  shown  that  the 
proportion  of  current  net  assets,  or 
working  capital,  has  not  suffered  but 
on  the  contrary  has  gone  up  by  5-9 
per  cent.

FIXED- WAVING-TIME  HOME  "PERMS" 


An  important  change 

THE  introduction  by  the  Toni  products 
division  of  Gillette  Industries,  Ltd., 
Great  West  Road,  Brentford,  Middle- 
sex, of  Toni  Trio  (on  sale  from  May  1), 
marks  an  important  development  in 
home  "  perms."  When  Toni  home  per- 
manent wave  was  first  introduced  into 
this  country  five-and-a-half  years  ago 
the  makers  had  to  accept  an  "  average  " 
waving  lotion.  In  practice,  no  one  lotion 
suits  all  types  of  hair.  The  difficulty 
was  partly  overcome  in  use  by  altering 
the  waving  time  to  suit  different  types 
of  hair,  but  the  onus  of  success  was 
always  on  the  judgment  of  the  user. 
Even  the  most  experienced  had  to  guess 
when  the  softening  process  was  com- 
plete. In  aiming  at  a  loose  curl  the 
customer  might  under-process,  with  the 
result  that  the  perm  would  not  last. 
Others  wanting  a  tight  curl  might  over- 
process  and  run  the  risk  of  a  "  frizz." 
Toni  Trio  meets  the  problem  in  two 
ways.  It  comprises  three  lanolin-en- 
riched waving  lotions  designed  to  take 
care  of  the  different  types  of  hair. 
"  Super  "  is  for  hard-to-wave  hair  or  a 
tighter    perm;  "regular "  for  normal

hair;  and  "  gentle "  for  easy-to-wave 
hair  or  a  looser  perm.  Each  of  the 
waving  lotions  has  a  fixed  waving  time 
of  fifteen  minutes.  Side  by  side  with 
the  product  change,  the  processing  has 
also  been  improved.  After  the  waving 
time  of  fifteen  minutes  comes  a  hot 
water  rinse  (with  curlers  still  on  the 
hair),  followed  by  a  thirty-minute  wait- 
ing period  with  the  head  wrapped  in  a 
towel,  and  finally  a  fixing  with  Seal-a- 
wave,  a  new  and  quicker  finishing  pro- 
cess.

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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 


Monthly  Meeting  of  Council 


A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  was  held  in  Dublin  on  March  9,  Mr.  M.  Costello 
(president)  in  the  chair.  There  were  present  Messrs.  P.  F. 
McGrath  (vice-president),  H.  P.  Corrigan  (treasurer),  M. 
Power,  T.  B.  O'Sullivan,  P.  Brooke-Kelly,  A.  A.  Toher, 
D.  J.  Kennelly,  G.  C.  O'Neill,  P.  Fullam,  T.  C.  Scott,  C.  J. 
Cremen,  F.  J.  Robinson,  Senator  F.  Loughman,  Messrs. 
J.  A.  O'Rourke  and  J.  Gleeson.  Mr.  J.  G.  Coleman  (regis- 
trar) was  in  attendance.  Apologies  for  absence  were  re- 
ceived from  Messrs.  P.  A.  Brady,  T.D.,  R.  Daly  and  C.  D. 
O'Shea. 

Barbiturates  and  the  Syllabus 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Department  of  Health  en- 
closing the  Medical  Preparations  (Barbiturates)  Regulations, 
1954  (C.  &  £>.,  March  6,  p.  233).  The  Registrar  said  he 
had  informed  the  Minister  for  Health  that  copies  of  the 
Regulations  had  been  circulated  to  members.  Mr.  Power 
mentioned  that  in  some  published  reports  the  impression 
had  been  given  that  barbiturates  were  only  a  Part  II  poison, 
when  in  fact  they  had  been  Part  I  for  some  time.  That 
impression  should  be  corrected.  When  Mr.  Scott  inquired 
if  questions  on  the  new  Regulations  would  be  asked  at  the 
next  Licence  examination,  the  Registrar  said  he  could 
not  say  what  questions  the  examiners  might  put,  but  he 
did  know  that  students  were  being  given  lectures  on  the 
new  Regulations.  Mr.  O'Rourke  said  that  students  and 
assistants  should  know  the  latest  regulations,  and  the  newest 
remedies,  and  be  prepared  to  be  examined  on  them.  Some 
assistants  had  become  so  careless  that  they  did  not  read  up 
the  information  on  new  preparations  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist.  Examination  on  new  rules  and  regulations  and 
the  new  British  Pharmacopoeia  should  not  be  deferred.  Mr. 
Scott:  I  think  the  assistants  are  only  too  anxious  to  know 
all  about  those  things.  The  President  agreed  with  Mr. 
O'Rourke.  It  could  be  taken  for  granted  that  in  the  orals 
the  examiners  would  ask  questions  about  the  latest  regu- 
lations. The  students  should  be  up-to-date  in  all  the  laws 
and  regulations  affecting  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Gleeson  suggested  that  the  registrar  should  get  in 
touch  with  the  Irish  Medical  Association  to  see  that  the 
doctors  knew  all  about  the  Regulations.  The  Registrar 
said  he  had  already  written  to  the  secretary  of  the  Asso- 
ciation on  the  matter  and  had  received  a  reply  thanking 
him  for  helpful  suggestions.  The  Registrar  mentioned  that 
in  his  letter  he  had  asked  that  doctors  should  give  a  sepa- 
rate prescription  for  barbiturates  when  prescribing  other 
preparations.  Mr.  Kennelly  mentioned  a  case  in  which  a 
chemist  had  referred  a  patient  back  to  the  doctor  and  the 
doctor  had  said  "  If  you  cannot  get  them  (barbiturates)  I 
will  give  them  to  you  myself."  The  President  did  not 
think  that  would  happen  very  often.  Mr.  Robinson:  I 
trust  the  pharmacists  will  be  given  the  same  licence  as  the 
doctors  in  those  matters.  When  Mr.  O'Rourke  urged  that 
the  out-patient  departments  of  hospitals  should  be  bound 
by  the  same  regulations  on  barbiturates  as  pharmacists, 
the  President  stated  that  that  was  one  of  the  matters  the 
Department  of  Health  had  been  asked  to  look  into.  Mr. 
Brooke-Kelly  said  the  regulations  could  not  be  fulfilled 
by  the  hospitals  if  a  doctor  merely  handed  a  slip  of  paper 
to  an  unqualified  person  to  dispense.  Such  people  could 
make  no  entry  in  a  prescription  book  since  they  had  no 
authority  to  do  so.  Mr.  O'Neill  thought  they  should  await 
examples  of  illegal  distribution  of  barbiturates  from  hos- 
pital dispensaries  before  taking  action.  Mr.  O'Rourke:  It 
is  dreadful  to  have  unqualified  people  handing  out  those 
things  at  the  hospitals.  The  President  said  they  would  be 
entitled  to  raise  the  whole  matter  of  the  hospitals  with  the 
Department  at  a  later  stage  if  things  were  too  loose. 


A  letter  from  the  Department  of  Health  intimated  that 
it  was  proposed  to  reconstitute  the  National  Health  Council 
and  invited  the  Council  to  nominate  a  representative.  The 
President  pointed  out  that  the  Council  could  act  only  in 
an  advisory  capacity,  but  membership  of  the  National 
Health  Council  was  important,  and  if  possible  they  should 
have  continuity.  For  that  reason  he  suggested  that  they 
should  nominate  the  vice-president  (Mr.  McGrath).  Mr. 
O'Neill  thought  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  nominate  the 
registrar,  and  Mr.  McGrath,  concurring,  said  the  registrar 
would  be  in  constant  touch  with  the  officers  and  could 
keep  them  an  fait  with  events.  Mr.  O'Rourke  said  there 
might  be  an  obligation  on  them  to  nominate  a  member  of 
the  Council.  He  would  prefer  to  send  an  elected  representa- 
tive who  could  act  more  freely.  It  would  be  unfair  to  send 
an  official.  Senator  Loughman  felt  that  the  president  or 
vice-president  should  be  sent  to  such  a  body.  There  would 
be  only  about  three  meetings  in  the  year  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  continuity  in  representation  as  stressed  by  the  presi- 
dent was  very  important.  On  the  motion  of  the  President, 
seconded  by  Senator  Loughman,  the  vice-president  was 
unanimously  chosen  as  the  Society's  representative  on  the 
reconstituted  body. 

The  Registrar  reported  the  receipt  from  the  Revenue 
Commissioners  of  a  detailed  memorandum  setting  out  all 
the  Revenue  regulations  on  methylated  and  other  spirits. 
It  provided,  he  said,  the  most  authoritative  information  for 
students  and  was  most  helpful.  Mr.  O'Sullivan:  We  might 
have  a  special  lecture  for  the  students  on  that  data.  The 
Registrar  said  that  was  the  idea.  A  motion  was  adopted 
expressing  the  thanks  of  the  Council  to  the  Revenue  Com- 
missioners for  their  assistance  in  supplying  the  information. 

Hospital  Pharmacists'  Salaries 

Mr.  G.  E.  Mcllhagger,  M.P.S.N.I.  (Royal  Victoria  Hos- 
pital, Belfast),  wrote  stating  that  he  had  read  the  report  of 
the  previous  meeting  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  (Feb- 
ruary 20,  p.  189).  At  the  meeting  hospital  pharmacists  were 
discussed.  Giving  the  position  in  Northern  Ireland,  he  wrote 
that  there  were  thirty-six  full-time  hospital  pharmacists 
there;  about  90  per  cent,  belonged  to  the  Associates'  Sec- 
tion of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association.  Apart  from  the 
U.C.A.  monthly  meetings  the  hospital  pharmacists  held 
meetings  to  discuss  problems.  AH,  including  the  pharmacy 
staff  in  the  voluntary  Belfast  Mater  Hospital,  had  the  same 
salaries  and  conditions  as  British  hospital  pharmacists.  That 
varied  from  £450  to  £1,135  per  annum.  Should  any  member 
of  the  Council  be  in  Belfast  his  chief  pharmacist  and  him- 
self would  be  glad  to  see  him  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hos- 
pital. He  enclosed  a  copy  of  the  Whitley  Council  salary 
scale.  Mr.  O'Rourke  expressed  appreciation  of  Mr.  Mcll- 
hagger's  act  in  sending  the  information.  The  President 
associated  himself  with  the  remark.  On  the  motion  of  Mr. 
O'Rourke,  seconded  by  Mr.  O'Sullivan,  the  thanks  of 
the  Council  were  accorded  to  Mr.  Mcllhagger. 

The  following  changes  of  address  were  notified:  Messrs. 
G.  O'Connor,  M.P.S.I.,  to  Glasilawn  Avenue,  Ballygall 
Road  East,  Glasnevin,  Dublin;  J.  P.  O'Connor,  M.P.S.I., 
to  Main  Street,  Ballyhaunis,  co.  Mayo;  and  J.  J.  Coffey, 
L.P.S.I.,  to  32  Wexford  Street,  Dublin.  The  applications  of 
Mrs.  Margaret  M.  O'Connor  (ne'e  Fallon),  M.P.S.I.,  and 
Mrs.  Mary  Doherty  (n£e  Collins),  R.D.,  to  have  change  of 
names  in  the  registers  on  marriage  were  granted.  Mr.  J. 
Reynolds,  Monmouth,  wrote  asking  to  have  his  name  res- 
tored to  the  register  of  pharmaceutical  chemists.  The  appli- 
cation was  granted.  The  reports  of  the  House,  Schools  and 
Law  Committees  were  submitted  ^nd  approved. 

The  President  then  gave  a  detailed  report  on  a  recent 
deputation  to  the  Minister  for  Health  in  connection  with 
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the  Health  Act  (C.  &  D.,  March  15,  p.  251).  They  objected, 
he  said,  to  the  proposals  under  the  Act  by  which  medicines 
and  surgical  appliances  were  to  be  provided  by  the  doctor 
in  maternity  cases,  and  insisted  on  the  principle  that  those 
things  should  be  supplied  through  the  pharmacists.  The 
Minister  had  said  he  was  not  aware  that  that  hurt  pharma- 
cists so  much  and  stated  that  the  main  idea  was  to  keep 
the  cost  down.  If  the  original  course  were  pursued,  it  was 
pointed  out  to  the  Minister,  it  would  be  the  first  time  since 
the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1875,  that  pharmacists 
would  not  have  been  recognised  as  the  suppliers  of  medi- 
cines, a  policy  which  the  Council  of  the  Society  could  not 
in  any  circumstances  allow  to  pass  unquestioned.  He  was 
glad  to  report  that  the  Minister  conceded  that  point  and 
agreed  that  pharmacists  should  be  the  suppliers  of  medicines 
and  appliances,  officials  of  his  Department  going  into  the 
question  of  costings  and  prices  later.  The  President  added 
that  he  would  like  to  pay  tributes  to  the  other  officers,  to 
Messrs.  Cremen  and  O'Neill,  who  were  valuable  advisers 
in  preparing  the  case  presented;  to  the  great  assistance  they 
received  from  their  Dail  representative  (Mr.  Phil  Brady), 
and  to  Senator  Loughman  who  did  wonderful  work  for 
them  at  the  interview.  While  they  met  the  Minister  in  a 
friendly  way  they  were  reasonable  and  firm  in  their  atti- 
tude throughout. 

Deputation  Congratulated 

Mr.  Fullam  congratulated  the  members  of  the  deputa- 
tion on  what  they  had  achieved.  Mr.  O'Rourke  said  he 
did  not  believe  they  had  got  anywhere  yet.  In  the  report 
on  the  previous  deputation  to  the  Department  (C.  &  D., 
February  20,  p.  187)  it  was  stated  that  "pharmacists  had 
tacitly  supported  the  Health  Act,"  but  he  had  never  sup- 
ported it  because  he  believed  that  it  was  basically  unsound 
and  unjust.  There  was  not  unanimous  opinion  within  the 
Council  on  the  Act.  Mr.  Gleeson  said  he  would  like  to 
congratulate  the  members  of  the  deputation  on  doing  a 
good  day's  work.  He  was  satisfied  that  they  had  obtained 
acceptance  of  the  principle  that  pharmacists  were  to  be  the 
suppliers  of  medicines.  The  details  would  be  looked  after 
later.  Mr.  Toher  also  joining  in  the  congratulations  said 
they  could  look  forward  with  confidence  to  the  finalising 
of  the  excellent  work.  Mr.  O'Rourke  said  that  the  depu- 
tation had  merely  got  the  Minister  to  recognise  what  was 
the  pharmacists'  moral  and  natural  right.  Mr.  O'Neill 
agreed  with  Mr.  O'Rourke  to  the  extent  that  it  was  no 
occasion  for  victory.  They  had  been  losing  on  all  fronts 
in  retail  pharmacy  but  at  least  on  that  front  the  retreat 
had  been  stopped.  The  President  said  Mr.  Fullam  had 
commented  earlier  about  some  people  sending  out  circu- 
lars. It  was  very  hard  to  blame  people  for  being  anxious; 
the  Council  had  held  many  meetings  because  it  was  worried 
over  possible  developments  under  the  Health  Scheme.  He 
did  think,  however,  it  was  a  most  inopportune  time  for  a 
member  of  the  Council  to  give  open  support  to  an  outside 
body  when  they  were  meeting  night  and  day  to  put  up  the 
best  fight  possible  for  pharmacy  thoughout  the  country. 
He  could  understand  young  pharmacists  being  worried,  but 
when  they  met  the  Society's  officers  to  hear  what  was  being 
done  they  were  quite  satisfied  that  the  Council  was  doing 
what  was  expected  of  it.  He  was  glad  they  had  been  re- 
assured, as  action  of  that  kind  might  create  a  kind  of  dis- 
sension. Mr.  O'Rourke  said  he  made  no  apology  for  what 
he  said  "  here  or  outside."  They  were  not  fighting  the 
Minister  as  they  should  and  the  future  of  the  profession 
was  at  stake.  Mr.  McGrath  said  he  objected  to  Mr. 
O'Rourke  wishing  to  have  published  that  he  alone  was 
always  against  the  Health  Act,  when  in  fact  no  member  of 
the  Council  ever  backed  the  Act,  or  said  it  was  a  good 
thing  to  bring  it  in.  Mr.  O'Rourke  said  he  opposed  every- 
thing in  the  proposals,  but  there  was  nothing  to  oppose  until 
recently.  Mr.  Cremen  assured  Mr.  O'Rourke  that  he 
had  never  supported  the  Health  Act  but  they  had  to  wait 
for  something  tangible  before  they  could  fight.  Until  re- 
cently there  was  nothing  they  could  get  their  teeth  into. 


The  president  was  to  be  congratulated  on  the  successful 
way  in  which  he  handled  the  deputation.  The  President 
said  the  actual  proposals  only  came  before  the  Council  at 
the  previous  meeting.  They  had  to  be  worked  on  day  after 
day  and  yet  a  Council  member  had  said  nothing  was  being 
done.  It  hurt  him  personally  to  hear  such  a  remark.  Mr. 
O'Rourke  agreed  that  it  would  be  unfair  to  say  that  the 
Council  was  doing  nothing  but  he  would  like  to  see  the 
Council  co-operate  more  wholeheartedly  with  the  Irish 
Medical  Association. 

A  Question  of  Approach 

Senator  Loughman  reminded  the  Council  that  it  was  not 
its  function  to  make  laws  or  to  decide  whether  an  Act  was 
socialistic  or  not.  When  Mr.  O'Rourke  spoke  of  fighting 
with  the  I. MA.  he  was  suggesting  that  they  should  fight 
against  the  will  of  the  people.  Once  the  Oieachtas  passed 
an  Act  it  became  the  law  of  the  land,  and  it  was  the  Coun- 
cil members'  duty  to  see  that  in  its  administration  that  law 
did  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the  profession.  That 
was  what  the  Council  was  doing.  Mr.  O'Rourice  still  main- 
tained that  his  fears  were  justified,  but  perhaps  he  was 
premature  in  advocating  that  forces  should  be  joined  with 
the  I.M.A.  Mr.  O'Neill  said  that,  while  he  believed  Mr. 
O'Rourke  was  entitled  to  his  opinion,  if  his  policy  had  been 
pursued  the  Council  would  not  have  achieved  what  it  did. 
The  President  thanked  those  who  had  complimented  him. 

The  official  opening  committee  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Mr.  O'Sullivan  presented  a  report  setting  out  the  charges 
quoted  by  a  hotel  for  a  formal  lunch.  Mr.  Power  sug- 
gested that  the  local  associations  should  be  asked  to  orga- 
nise parties  to  attend  and  the  idea  was  adopted.  Mr.  Robin- 
son thought  that  instead  of  a  lunch  in  town  they  should 
have  a  garden  party  with  a  large  marquee  on  the  lawn,  and 
Senator  Loughman  agreed.  It  was  decided  that  the  com- 
mittee should  consider  that  proposal  and  secure  quotations. 

Professor  James  Bayley  Butler  was  re-elected  examiner 
to  the  Licence  examination  and  Mr.  T.  R.  Bourke  to  the 
Assistants'  examination.  The  Licence  certificates  of  Messrs. 
John  Roche  and  John  William  O'Farrell,  Misses  Kathleen 
Fox,  Agnes  Mary  Johnston  and  Ethne  Mary  Marmion, 
were  sealed  and  signed.  The  certificate  of  Mr.  William 
O'Dwyer  as  a  dispensing  chemist  and  druggist  was  also 
signed  and  sealed.  The  following  were  elected  members  of 
the  Society:  Mrs.  Mary  C.  McGrath,  Miss  Sarah  Kate 
Keane,  Messrs.  James  Michael  Hogan  and  Muredach  Gilla 
Reilly.  Misses  Kathleen  Bannon,  c/o  Slattery  &  Co.,  che- 
mists, Shankhill,  co.  Dublin;  Emelda  Hogan,  Malahide,  co. 
Dublin;  and  Mr.  James  J.  Coffey,  32  Wexford  Street, 
Dublin,  were  nominated  for  membership. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  held  at 
the  close  of  the  Council  meeting,  Mr.  Kevin  Banks, 
M. P.S.I,  (chairman,  dance  committee)  reported  that  the  re- 
sult of  the  appeal  plus  the  proceeds  of  the  annual  dance 
held  in  December  1953  had  brought  in  £602  6s.  (3s.  more 
than  the  record  cheque  of  the  previous  year).  Mr.  Banks 
stated  that  1954  subscriptions  showed  an  increase  over  those 
of  1953.  Income  from  the  dance  had  fallen  off  but  that  was 
in  large  measure  due  to  adverse  weather  conditions  in 
December  1953.  Mr.  Banks  thanked,  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
mittee and  himself,  for  assistance  so  willingly  rendered: 
the  president  and  Council  members;  the  Editor  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  the  editor  of  the  Irish  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  the  registrar  and  Miss  McCarthy,  Mr.  Hugh 
Smith,  and  all  those  who  had  supported  the  function  and 
had  sent  subscriptions.  The  President  moved  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Mr.  Banks  and  his  committee.  Mr.  McGrath 
seconded. 

When  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  Corrigan)  reported  that  he 
had  purchased,  on  behalf  of  the  Benevolent  Fund,  £4,000 
worth  of  3  per  cent.  Transport  Stock  for  £2,799,  the  yield 
of  which  would  equal  51  per  cent,  over  the  period,  several 
members  of  the  Council  congratulated  both  the  treasurer 
and  the  registrar  on  finding  such  a  fine  investment.  A  num- 
ber of  grants  were  passed  for  payment.

Though  scrupulously  moderate  in  his  remarks,  Mr.  Rhys 
C.  Williams,  Llanrwst,  threw  into  sharp  relief  at  a 
conference  in  Porthcawl  on  March  14  (p.  288)  the 
difficulties  of  pharmacists  practising  in  rural  areas  in 
Wales.  It  may  be  assumed  that  much  the  same  pro- 
blems confront  their  opposite  numbers  in  other  parts 
of  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  main  problem,  it  comes  as  rather  a  shock  to  learn 
so  long  after  the  principle  of  separating  prescribing 
from  dispensing  seemed  to  have  gained  acceptance,  is 
the  dispensing  doctor.  He  continues  to  exist  for  three 
reasons :  — 

1.  Because  the  rural  pharmacist  cannot  or  does  not 
provide  a  satisfactory  service. 

2.  Because  patients  do  not  know  they  have  the  power 
of  choice. 

3.  Because  of  the  one-mile-limit  provision. 

The  first  of  those  points  could  be  dealt  with  by  the 
chemist  himself  in  improving  his  service.  The  second 
would  be  resolved  by  giving  more  publicity  to  the 
patient's  right  of  choice.  The  third  was  more  tricky 
because  "  the  doctor  wants  to  dispense."  Mr.  Williams 
quoted  an  actual  case  where  the  amount  of  dispensing 
for  a  particular  doctor  had  enabled  a  branch  pharmacy 
to  be  kept  open  in  a  small  town.  A  change  of  doctor 
had  brought  in  a  practitioner  who  insisted  on  separating 
out  patients  within  a  mile  of  a  pharmacy  from  all  the 
others  and  allowing  the  chemist  only  those  within  the 
first  group,  he  himself  providing  the  medicines  for 
the  remainder.  That  reduced  the  chemist's  dispensing 
to  a  figure  at  which  the  branch  could  no  longer  be 
maintained,  and  it  was  closed  down. 

Delivery  was  also  a  difficult  matter  and  it  could  be 
costly.  Delivery  by  bus  gave  no  guarantee  of  the  shil- 
ling fee  and  might  involve  loss  of  the  cost  of  trans- 
port also.  With  two  out  of  three  prescriptions  delivered 
no  fee  was  paid  at  the  time  of  ordering ;  one  out  of 
six  of  the  recipients  never  paid  at  any  time.  Even  con- 
tainers appear  to  involve  a  bigger  problem  in  the 
country  than  in  the  town.  A  record  kept  by  Mr. 
Williams  during  fourteen  days  showed  that  fifty-two 
out  of  every  100  prescriptions  required  bottles,  and  that 
only  eighteen  bottles  had  been  returned.  That  may  be 
understandable,  but  the  chemist  suffers. 

A  third  problem  concerns  prescriptions  dispensed 
after  contract  hours.  "  The  farmer,"  said  the  speaker, 
"  has  no  idea  of  time."  He  would  want  prescriptions 
dispensed  at  any  time,  but  the  prescriptions  were  never 
endorsed  "  urgent." 


It  is  to  Mr.  Williams'  credit  that  he  gave  those  facts 
with  no  sense  of  grievance.  He  was  fair  enough,  indeed, 
to  admit  that  chemists  could  not  ask  for  abolition  of 
the  mile  limit  unless  and  until  they  could  provide  a 
service  equally  speedy  as  the  patient  was  now  getting. 

Other  speakers  had  already  spoken  of  difficulties  over 
oxygen  cylinders,  both  as  to  supply  and  as  to  handling 
profitably  within  the  amount  allowed  to  contractors, 
and  one,  serving  a  population  less  than  the  number 
of  prescriptions  dealt  with  in  a  month  in  some  urban 
areas,  suggested  differential  rates  of  remuneration  as 
between  urban  and  rural  contractors. 

These  problems  need  to  be  spotlighted  from  time  to 
time  lest  injustices  to  a  relatively  small  group  of  con- 
tractors who  seldom  come  into  prominence  should  come 
to  be  regarded  as  normal  and  incurable. 

Rights  to  a  Medicinal  Patent 

The  House  of  Lords  has  now  delivered  its  reserved 
judgment  (p.  283)  in  an  action  over  the  right  of  The 
British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  to  apply  for  a  compulsory 
licence  to  manufacture  and  sell  chloramphenicol,  an 
antibiotic  patented  by  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  Inc.,  U.S.A., 
and  manufactured  at  present  by  their  English  sub- 
sidiary at  Hounslow.  The  judgment  confirms  the 
findings  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  and  Divisional  Court, 
and  may  be  said  to  settle  finally  the  law  on  the  ques- 
tion raised:  in  simple  terms,  whether  an  international 
agreement  overrides  domestic  legislation. 

The  issues  in  the  action  in  the  Court  of  Appeal  have 
already  been  adequately  summarised  (C.  &  D .,  Febru- 
ary 13,  p.  151).  It  is  more  profitable  now  to  consider 
the  general  effects  of  recent  patent  actions  and  legisla- 
tion than  to  review  the  judgment  itself  in  detail.  It 
should  be  made  clear  at  the  outset  that  the  B.D.H. 
do  not  immediately  possess,  as  a  result  of  the  action, 
the  right  to  manufacture  chloramphenicol.  The  judg- 
ment merely  gives  them  the  right  to  have  their  case  for 
a  compulsory  licence  heard  by  the  Comptroller  of 
Patents,  who  will,  in  due  course,  give  his  decision. 

Under  English  law,  monopolies  have  always  been 
jealously  guarded,  and  the  first  Monopolies  Act,  as 
well  as  succeeding  Patents  Acts,  have  been  passed  as 
much  for  the  protection  of  the  public  as  for  the  en- 
richment of  the  inventor.  It  has  been  held  that,  with- 
out adequate  reward  for  an  inventor,  there  is  no  incen- 
tive to  develop  inventions  and  to  undertake  research 
and  discovery.  Foods  and  medicines  have  always 
fallen  into  a  special  class,  and  the  rights  of  monopoly 
have  been  more  restricted  than  in  any  other  field.  For 
that  reason  the  Patents  Act  contains  a  section  (Section 
41)  under  which  a  compulsory  licence  may  be  issued 
by  the  comptroller  in  cases  where  he  thinks  the  public's 
well-being  is  otherwise  jeopardised.  A  quotation  from 
Section  41  (2)  of  the  Act  gives  some  idea  of  what 
the  legislature  had  in  mind :  "  In  settling  the  terms 
of  licences  under  this  section  the  comptroller  shall  en- 
deavour to  secure  that  food,  medicines,  and  surgical 
and.  curative  devices  shall  be  available  to  the  public 
at  the  lowest  prices  consistent  with  the  patentees' 
deriving  a  reasonable  advantage  from  their  patent 
rights." 

When  the  chloramphenicol  case  was  heard  in  the 
Court  of  Appeal,  Lord  Justice  Singleton  said  that,  as 
it  had  been  the  recognised  practice  of  Britain  not  to 
make  any  international  arrangements  about  inventions 
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relating  to  food  and  medicine,  it  would  be  surprising 
if  Parliament  had,  by  Section  45  of  the  Act  and 
Article  (5)  of  the  Convention,  made  this  country  un- 
able to  grant  a  licence  for  the  manufacture  of  articles 
of  food  or  medicine.  For  many  years,  foods  and 
medicines  were  considered  such  a  special  case  that 
English  law  did  not  provide  for  a  "product"  patent: 
only  the  process  of  manufacture  could  be  patented. 
In  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  field,  that  type  of 
patent  gives  the  manufacturer  much  less  protection 
than  the  product  patents  that  have  existed  for  many 
years  under  United  States  law.  Provision  has  been 
made  for  a  product  patent  under  the  1949  patents 
legislation  and  subsequent  rules,  yet  even  now  legal 
authorities  who  have  made  a  special  study  of  patent 
law  are  doubtful  how  valid  a  product  patent  would 
be  at  English  law  if  challenged  in  the  Courts.  It  may 
be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  pharmaceutical  manufac- 
turer who  spends  vast  sums  of  money  on  research  is 
in  a  weaker  patent  position  than  his  brother  indus- 
trialists in  engineering  or  mining. 

Most  readers  will  remember  the  "  sulphathiazole 
case  "  of  1949-50  (C.  &  D.,  1950. 1.  203)  following  which 
a  number  of  patents  filed  by  May  &  Baker,  Ltd., 
were  declared  invalid  because  the  claims  were  too 
widely  drawn.  Another  potential  blow  to  the  owner 
of  pharmaceutical  patents  is  the  Patents  Inventions 
and  Designs  (Crown  Uses)  Bill,  which,  if  enacted  in 
its  original  form,  would  allow  the  Government  to  take 
a  medical  or  pharmaceutical  patent  and  compulsorily 
license  it  to  a  rival  manufacturer  for  use  under  the 
National  Health  Service,  irrespective  of  whether  the 
patentee  was  making  the  product  available  at  an  eco- 
nomic price  or  not. 

It  is  noteworthy  that,  at  the  present  time,  the  same 
question  is  confronting  British  and  continental  phar- 
maceutical manufacturers  in  Denmark,  where  a  new 
Pharmacy  Bill  threatens  to  take  away  trade-mark  rights 
in  products  after  ten  or  twenty  years,  according  to 
circumstances.  Denmark  is  party  to  an  international 
agreement  to  protect  trade  marks  and,  on  the  face  of 
it,  should  do  nothing  to  derogate  from  the  rights 
foreign  manufacturers  secure  in  registering  their  marks 
in  that  country.  British  manufacturers,  however,  have 
been  told  by  the  Danes  that  no  protest  can  be  made 
about  restrictive  legislation  that  applies  equally  and 
without  discrimination  to  domestic  and  to  foreign 
manufacturers,  and  that  the  international  agreement 
is  subservient  to  the  domestic  legislation. 

The  trend,  therefore,  seems  to  be  to  lessen  the  value 
of  a  medicinal  patent  and  look  upon  the  patentee  as 
in  some  ways  a  grasping  industrialist  who  is  only  too 
willing  to  take  large  profits  from  the  public  under 
protection  of  a  monopoly.  That  is  not  a  true  picture 
and  all  concerned  should  see  the  signs  of  danger. 
Medical  research  becomes  ever  more  costly,  and  can 
only  be  undertaken  if  there  is  a  reasonable  chance 
for  those  who  undertake  it  to  recoup  themselves  by 
commercial  profits  at  some  time  in  the  future.  If 
legislation  and  Court  decisions  tend  to  weaken  con- 
tinually the  validity  and  value  of  medicinal  patents, 
there  is  no  doubt  that,  in  t^e  long  run,  research  in 
the  United  Kingdom  will  suffer.  It  is  recognised  that 
the  public  should  be  protected,  and  the  ideal  is  to  aim 
at  a  balance  through  which  research  provides  by  rea- 
sonable patent  cover,  sufficient  reward  for  those  under- 
taking it,  yet  with  adequate  safeguards  for  the  public. 


A  Warning 

Fowl  pest,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  which  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  recently  issued  stand-still  orders  in  some 
areas  (C.  &  D.,  February  13,  p.  147),  is  a  notifiable 
disease  for  which  no  remedy  acceptable  in  this  country 
is  forthcoming.  When  fowl  pest  occurs  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  affected  birds  or  "  contacts "  is  com- 
pulsory. This  warning  is  issued  lest  any  chemist  should 
be  led  into  giving  incorrect  advice  (and  perhaps  held 
responsible  for  doing  so)  as  a  result  of  editorial  com- 
ment in  these  columns  on  February  13.  We  confess  to 
having  there  been  guilty  of  confusing  fowl  pest  with 
coccidiosis,  a  non-notifiable  disease  susceptible  to 
treatment  with  sulphonamides  and  antibiotics.  While 
the  arguments  we  put  forward  about  the  unsatisfactory 
position  in  which  pharmacists  are  placed  in  the  supply 
of  scheduled  poisons  for  such  purposes  were  valid  in 
relation  to  coccidiosis,  they  should  be  entirely  divorced 
from  any  association  with  fowl  pest.  With  that  con- 
dition the  situation  is  clear  and  inescapable.  Notification 
must  be  made  at  once  to  the  authorities.

OLD-FASHIONED  CHEMIST 

THE  TITLE  "  CHYMIST  " 
Sir, — Xrayser  (C.  &  D.,  March  13,  p.  253)  gives  some 
early  dates  for  the  use  of  the  description  "  Chymist "  by 
persons  carrying  on  business  in  London.  Not  all  those  in 
business  changed  their  titles  so  early.  For  example,  I  have 
before  me  a  bill  of  Willm.  Radley  of  Holborn,  1779,  who 
described  himself  as  "  Druggist  and  Chymist  "  and  one  of 
his  apprentices  (John  Stable)  who  succeeded  to  the  business 
shortly  after  (1782)  and  who  used  the  description  "Chymist 
and  Druggist."  It  would  be  useful  to  determine  when  the 
description  "  Chymist "  was  first  established  in  regard  to 
those  carrying  on  a  retail  business.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 

The  first-aid  room  of  a  Clydeside  shipbuilding  works  (of 
one  in  particular)  is  not  spectacular  or  even  impressive.  You 
may  see  more  chromium  tubing  in  a  chiropody  cubicle, 
while  many  a  family  medicine  chest  contains  a  greater  array 
of  medicaments.  The  atmosphere  is  practical,  unsentimental 
but  humane.  If  the  injury  is  not  adequately  dealt  with  by 
the  means  at  hand,  then  the  hospital  is  the  right  place  for 
the  casualty.  All  the  same,  twenty  or  thirty  daily  eye  treat- 
ments alone  are  recorded.  The  first-aid  officer  is  a  man  of 
character  and  personality,  aware  of  everything  that  is  going 
on  in  the  yard.  He  is  also  a  man  of  observation  and  initia- 
tive. From  personal  experience  of  the  "  flash  "  in  the  eye 
to  which  oxy-acetylene  welders  are  prone — caused  in  his 
case  by  sun-ray  treatment — and  in  the  knowledge  that 
people  do  not  tan  if  there  is  a  plain  glass  window  between 
themselves  and  the  sun,  he  put  forward  the  theory  that 
plain  goggles  would  be  as  protective  as  blue  glass  goggles 
to  welders.  He  did  more.  He  acted  as  guinea  pig  to  try  out 
his  theory,  and  that,  considering  the  unpleasant  effects  of 
the  "  flash "  he  might  have  had,  is  an  act  of  faith  and 
courage.  The  M.B.E.  has  been  given  for  less.  As  a  foot- 
note, it  may  be  mentioned  that  it  is  now  becoming  standard 
practice  to  use  plain  glass  goggles  in  welding.

Pharmacists  will  be  relieved  to  learn  that,  arbitrary  as 
some  of  the  Ministry's  cuts  may  be,  sawing  of  bodies,  in 
half  is  not  numbered  among  them.  Our  grounds  for  giving 
that  assurance  are  a  reply  given  in  Parliament.  Mrs.  Barbara 
Castle  asked  the  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Iain  Macleod)  on 
that  day  why  his  Department  had  instructed  Lancashire 
Executive  Council  to  cut  its  staff  from  130  to  129y.  Was 
the  Minister  aware  that  that  "  policy  of  Mau  Mau  mutila- 


tion," so  far  as  the  hospital  and  health  services  were  con- 
cerned, was  causing  great  distress  in  the  area,  and  would  he 
advise  the  Lancashire  Executive  Council  whether  the  cut 
was  to  be  made  vertically  or  horizontally,  and  what  was  to 
be  done  with  the  other  half?  Mr.  Macleod  was  able  to 
reassure  Mrs.  Castle  by  explaining  that  it  had  been  agreed 
two  years  earlier  to  make  a  reduction  of  six  in  the  Exe- 
cutive Council  establishment,  then  thought  to  stand  at  1351, 
the  half  being  a  part-time  member  of  the  staff.  Deducting 
six  reduced  the  number  to  1291.  It  had  later  been  dis- 
covered that  the  original  allocation  was  136,  and  therefore, 
as  it  turned  out,  everyone  was  happy,  including  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  which  had  its  establishment,  and  "  the  half- 
man  who  never  was."

Two  reprints  of  the  first  edition  of  this  Symposium,  to 
which  contributions  were  made  by  eminent  consulting 
physicians,  professors  and  lecturers,  by  no  means  exhausted 
its  popularity.  A  new  chapter  on  "  Favourite  Prescriptions 
for  Children,"  by  the  children's  physician  to  Guy's  Hos- 
pital (and  physician  to  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children, 
Great  Ormond  Street)  will  ensure  a  renewed  popularity  for 
the  work  in  its  second  edition,  in  which  each  chapter  has 
undergone  revision  and  to  which  are  added  "  references 
to  the  newer  additions  to  our  therapeutic  armamentarium." 
Dr.  Evans's  dosage  formula  for  children  is  worth  noting.

A  History  of  the  Sciences 

S.  F.  mason,  m.a.,  d.phil.  Routledge  &  Kegan  Paul, 
Ltd.,  68  Carter  Lane,  London,  E.C.4.  9\  x  6  in. 
Pp.  520.  28s. 

Put  forward  as  the  first  major  work  of  "  one  of  the 
younger  English  historians  of  science,"  this  six-part 
volume  concerns  itself  with  far  more  than  is  ordinarily 
understood  by  science  today.  His  conception  of  "  the 
sciences "  for  the  purposes  of  the  book  is  "  practical 
explorations  of  the  physical  world  "  and  the  construction 
of  theoretical  world  models  in  his  imagination.  He  traces 
the  routes  whereby  the  achievements  (in  that  sense)  of  one 
society  or  civilisation  are  handed  on  to  another,  and  sees 
the  distinctive  feature  of  modern  science  as  the  fusion 
of  the  two  activities,  always  previously  separate.  With 
such  a  broad  sweep,  starting  from  "  before  the  appearance 
of  the  first  urban  civilisations  "  and  reaching  the  eighteenth 
century  about  halfway  through  the  book,  it  is  danger- 
ously easy  to  make  pithy  generalisations  that  support  a 
theme.  The  treatment  contributes  to  a  more  engaging  pre- 
sentation, and  increases  its  appeal  to  the  "  growing  num- 
ber of  those  who,  with  little  or  no  specialised  scientific 
o;  historical  training  "  to  whom,  with  students  of  science 
and  history,  the  author  addresses  himself.  It  may  be 
recognised  as  the  sine  qua  non  without  which  the  book 
might  not  have  been  written.  The  critical  reader  will  be  on 
his  guard  against  accepting  every  interpretation  as  valid. 

A  PHARMACIST'S  ANTHOLOGY

the  chemist  booketh  them  all  as  C  H  O. 

From  "  The  Testament  of  Beauty  "  by  Robert  Bridges 
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ARTS  AND  COMMERCE 
PROMOTED" 

Royal  Society  of  Arts  200  years 
old  on  March  22 


VISITORS  to  London  and,  indeed,  Londoners  them- 
selves often  stop  to  admire  the  building,  No.  8  lohn 
Adam  Street,  Adelphi,  which  is  one  of  few  surviving 
examples — and  probably  the  finest — of  the  architecture  of 
the  famous  Adam  brothers.  High  up  on  the  facade  of  the 
building,  the  words  "  Arts  and  Commerce  Promoted  " 
appropriately  adorn  the  house,  which  was  specially  designed 
for  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  and  has  been  its  home  since 
1774.  But  the  Society  itself  was  in  existence  for  many  years 
before  that.  It  was  founded  on  March  22,  1754,  at  a  meet- 
ing held  at  Rawthmell's  Coffee  House,  Henrietta  Street, 
Covent  Garden,  when  the  eleven  men  present  decided  to 
form  a  Society  for  the  Encouragement  of  Arts,  Manufac- 
tures and  Commerce.  The  Society  thus  celebrates  its  bicen- 
tenary two  days  after  this  issue  appears. 

Full  credit  for  the  idea  of  forming  the  Society  must  be 
given  to  one  man,  William  Shipley.  He  was  an  obscure 
drawing-master  and  artist,  of  Northampton;  but  he  must 
have  been  a  man  of  rare  vision  and  perseverance.  At  any 
rate,  in  course  of  time,  he  was  successful  in  obtaining  the 
necessary  backing  for  his  ambitious  scheme  from  a  few  in- 
fluential men,  notable  amongst  whom  was  Lord  Folkestone, 
the  Society's  first  president.  Almost  from  the  start,  the 
cumbersome  title  of  the  new  body  was  shortened  to  Society 
of  Arts,  and  permission  to  use*  the  prefix  Royal  was 
accorded  in  1908,  by  King  Edward  VII,  the  Society's  then 
Patron. 

Premiums  and  Rewards 

The  basis  -of  Shipley's  plan  was  to  promote  art,  industry 
and  commerce  by  granting  "  premiums  "  and  other  rewards 
for  meritorious  discoveries  and  inventions,  for  high  per- 
formance in  the  fine  arts,  and  for  success  in  developing  the 
economic  resources  of  Great  Britain  and  the  colonies. 
Within  a  few  weeks  of  the  Society's  formation,  prizes  had 
been  advertised  for  the  production  in  this  country  of  madder 
and  cobalt,  with  the  object  of  diminishing  the  textile 
industry's  dependence  upon  the  Continent  for  dyeing.  Soon 
afterwards,  committees  were  formed  to  consider  how  best 
to  further  the  objects  of  the  Society  in  various  spheres,  and 
amongst  the  subjects  to  which  it  was  decided  to  give  special 
attention  was  chemistry.  Within  ten  years  the  "  premium 
list  "  of  the  Society  covered  no  fewer  than  380  classes  of 
competitions.  In  the  chemistry  section,  twenty-three  prizes 
were  offered  for  the  production  of  various  minerals, 
varnishes,  enamels,  pigments  and  dyes.  In  the  agriculture 
section,  one  of  the  main  competitions  was  concerned  with 
the' growing  of  feeding-stuffs  for  cattle  and,  under  the  head- 


ing of  colonial  development,  prizes  were 
offered  for  the  production  of  a  wide 
variety  of  materials  including  potash, 
drugs  and  spices.  Throughout  its  long 
history  the  Society's  work  has  been 
financed  entirely  by  subscriptions  and 
donations,  without  any  monetary  support 
from  Government  or  other  official 
quarters. 

As  far  back  as  1757,  prizes  were  being 
offered  for  "  experiments "  in  what  is 
now  called  soil  analysis  and  in  the  nature 
and  operation  of  fertilisers.  Those  com- 
petitions did  not,  it  must  be  admitted, 
meet  with  any  immediate  success;  but  they  directed  atten- 
tion to  the  need  for  experiments  in  soil  fertility  and  in 
later  years  led  to  many  valuable  discoveries.  Another  aspect 
of  farming  in  which,  though  the  Society's  competitions 
were  slow  to  bring  prac.ical  results,  they  were  none  the  less 
justified  by  events,  was  the  control  of  animal  and  plant 
diseases.  Offers  of  premiums  by  the  Society  led  to  the  intro- 
duction of  many  useful  crops  into  the  colonies.  Indeed, 
when  the  famous  mutiny  on  the  "  Bounty "  occurred,  in 
1789,  Captain  Bligh  was  on  his  way  back  from  the  South 
Seas  with  bread-fruit  trees  for  planting  in  the  West  Indies, 
for  which  introduction  a  prize  had  been  offered  by  the 
Society.  A  second  expedition,  in  1793,  was  successful,  and 
Captain  Bligh  was  awarded  the  Society's  gold  medal  on 
his  return. 

British  Olive  Oil 

Another  example  of  the  Society's  interest  in  colonial 
development  was  its  efforts — unsuccessful  it  is  true — to  re- 
lieve the  shortage  of  olive  oil  in  Great  Britain.  In  1758, 
a  premium  was  offered  for  the  planting  of  olives  in  the 
American  colonies,  and  fifty  years  later  the  offer  was  re- 
newed'for  olive  oil  produced  anywhere  in  the  Empire.  But 
oil  of  the  requisite  quality  was  never  produced.  Better 
success  attended  the  Society's  encouragement  early  in  the 
nineteenth  century  of  Empire  production  of  coconut 
oil.  As  an  outcome,  the  cultivation  of  coconuts  and  the 
extraction  of  oil  became  one  of  the  main  industries  in 
Mauritius.  It  was  also  due  to  the  offer  of  prizes  and 
bounties  by  the 
Society,  between 
the  years  1758  and 
1768,  that  a  much 
needed  supply  of 
potash  was  re- 
ceived from  the 
North  American 
colonists,  who  ex- 
tracted it  from 
wood  ash.  The 
Society  played  a 
part  also  in  the

still  cultivated  in  England.  How  the  seeds  of 
the  rhubarb  plant,  which  the  Chinese  sought 
to  preserve  as  a  monopoly,  were  brought  to 
this  country  is  too  long  a  story  to  tell  here. 

In  1797,  gold  and  silver  medals  were  first 
offered  for  specified  quantities  of  British- 
grown  opium  "  as  rich  in  morphia  as  the 
Eastern  plant."  Gold  medals  were  won  in  1800 
and  again  in  1819  by  successful  cultivators, 
though  for  one  reason  and  another  opium- 
growing  never  developed  in  Britain  on  a  com- 
mercial scale. 

As  the  work  of  the  Society  increased  in 
scope,  and  with  the  coming  of  the  industrial 
revolution,  more  and  more  attention  was  de- 
voted to  matters  of  industrial,  social  and 
humanitarian  importance.  The  welfare  of  the 
people,  in  their  homes  and  in  their  places  of 
work,  became  one  of  the  Society's  main  aims, 
and  led  to  the  initiation  of  reforms  in  such 
varied  matters  as  supplies  of  wholesome  food,  safety  and 
comfort  in  factories,  water  supply  and  sanitation.  Before 
the  turn  of  the  nineteenth  century,  the  Sociey  had  awarded 
prizes  for  methods  of  combating  the  risks  of  the  dangerous 
fumes  to  which  workers  in  some  industries  were  exposed 
and,  in  1825,  voted  a  silver  medal  and  a  prize  of  fifty 
guineas  to  a  miner  for  a  device  that  was,  in  all  essentials, 
the  progenitor  of  the  modern  gas-mask.     In  1836,  the

Society's  gold  medal  went  to  James  Marsh  for  his  method 
of  detecting  arsenic,  the  presence  of  which  was  a  source 
of  danger  in  some  industrial  processes.  Mention  must  also 
be  made  of  the  Society's  many  awards  for  new  and 
improved  surgical  and  dental  instruments,  trusses  and 
artificial  limbs. 

An  important  part  of  the  work  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Arts  in  its  earlier  years  was  in  organising  exhibitions.  At 
first,  they  were  merely  small  displays  of  the  work  of  success- 
ful entrants  for  the  Society's  competitions.  A  more  ambi- 
tious exhibition  of  pictures  by  contemporary  artists — the 
first  known  art  exhibition — was  held  at  the  Society's 
premises  in  1760,  and  led  to  the  formation  of  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Arts,  in  1768.  Little  doubt  exists,  moreover, 
that  an  exhibition  of  agricultural  implements  organised  by 
the  Society  in  1761  was  the  first  trade  exhibition  ever  held 
in  this  country.  But  in  the  matter  of  exhibitions  the 
Society's  greatest  triumph  was  unquestionably  the  pioneer- 
ing of  the  Great  Exhibition  of  1851,  a  project  so  stupen- 
dous that  the  task  of  organising  it  had  eventually  to  be 
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entrusted  to  a  Royal  Commission  for  adequate  organisation. 

From  about  1829,  the  Society  started  to  change  from  a 
purely  premium-giving  body,  turning  its  attention  more 
and  more  to  lectures  and  discussions  as  a  means  of  dis- 
seminating knowledge  of  the  industrial  arts  and  sciences. 
It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  information  about  many 
revolutionary  inventions  and  discoveries  has  been  first  com- 
municated to  the  world  in  the  Society's  meeting  room. 
The  Society's  Transactions,  which  were  replaced  in  1852  by 
the  Journal,  have  provided  a  valuable  channel  of  informa- 


tion. During  the  past  hundred  years,  moreover,  the  Society 
has  fostered  education  by  a  system  of  examinations,  and 
today  can  claim  to  be  the  largest  examining  body  in  com- 
mercial subjects  and  modern  languages  in  the  world,  the 
annual  number  of  entrants  for  the  examinations  now 
averaging  140,000. 

This  review,  though  brief,  surely  proves  the  Society  to  be 
one  whose  laudable  aims  and  achievements  have  not  been 
matched,  still  less  surpassed,  by  any  other  organisation  in 
any  part  of  the  world.

21.    INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.— continued 


Scarlet  Fever 

SCARLET  fever  is  an  example  of  an  infectious  disease 
that  used  to  be  much  more  virulent  than  it  is  nowa- 
days. Contrary  to  what  one  might  be  tempted  to 
suppose,  the  reduced  virulence  is  not  entirely,  if  at  all,  due 
to  the  introduction  of  chemotherapy  and  antibiotics.  For 
many  years  now  the  disease  has  pursued  a  mild  course, 
but  it  would  be  foolish  to  ignore  the  very  real  possibility 
that  the  old  virulence  may  return  suddenly.  Undoubtedly 
modern  drugs  are  of  great  value  against  the  causal  organism. 
The  organism,  however,  does  not  do  the  damage  directly. 
The  damage  is  caused  by  the  toxins  it  produces. 

Scarlet  fever  is  the  result  of  an  infection  with  Streptococ- 
cus pyogenes,  and  the  infection  is  usually  located  in  the 
pharynx  and  tonsils.  Two  variable'  factors  have  to  be  con- 
sidered in  determining  the  severity  of  an  attack:  the  viru- 
lence of  the  invading  micro-organism  and  the  susceptibility 
of  the  patient  to  the  toxins  produced.  Widely  different 
degrees  of  severity  may  be  produced  within  the  variations 
allowed  by  the  combination  of  those  two  factors.  The 
period  of  incubation  is  short,  usually  from  two  to  five  days, 
and  the  initial  symptoms  and  signs  are  raised  temperature, 
malaise  with  a  sore  and  inflamed  throat  accompanied  by 
an  enlargement  of  the  cervical  glands  in  the  neck.  The 
swelling  of  these  glands  is  due  to  their  being  the  ones  into 
which  the  lymphatic  vessels  from  the  pharynx  and  tonsillar 
area  drain.  The  rash  appears  very  soon  afterwards  and  is 
due  to  the  toxins  produced.  Generally  speaking,  the  deeper 
the  colour  of  the  scarlet  rash  the  more  severe  the  infection 
but,  as  has  already  been  said,  a  mild  infection  can  produce 
a  more  severe  rash  and  toxaemia  in  a  susceptible  patient 
than  a  more  virulent  organism  does  in  a  patient  having 
a  certain  degree  of  immunity.  This  fact  is  most  important 
when  dealing  with  an  epidemic  in  a  closed  community, 
because,  while  one  can  acquire  an  immunity  to  the  toxin, 
one  does  not  possess  an  immunity  to  streptococcal  bacteria. 
In  some  cases,  therefore,  a  member  of  the  community 
who  possesses  a  relative  immunity  to  the  toxin  can  have 
a  pale  rash  or  no  rash  at  all  and  yet  be  a  carrier  of  an 
infection  that  can  be  quite  severe  in  another  member. 

Looking  at  the  problem  from  the  point  of  view  of 
epidemiology  and  prevention,  it  is  fortunate  that  infections 
today  tend  to  be  of  mild  degree.  It  is  neither  possible  nor 
desirable  to  take  throat  swabs  from  a  large  number  of 
contacts  in  order  to  determine  the  source  and  probable 
course  of  the  epidemic.  The  prophylactic  administration  of 
sulphonamides  or  penicillin  to  contacts  is  not  necessary, 
and  the  indiscriminate  use  of  penicillin  lozenges  or  other 
local  applications  of  penicillin  is  to  be  condemned.  In  a 
boarding  school  or  other  institution,  where  children  are 


likely  to  live  in  close  contact  for  some  time,  it  is  good 
preventive  medicine  to  have  some  indication  as  to  the 
immunity  or  otherwise  of  the  inmates.  With  scarlet  fever 
that  can  be  done  readily  by  the  intracutaneous  injection  of 
Dick-test  toxin,  which  is  prepared  from  the  scarlet-fever 
toxin.  Before  the  age  of  about  six  to  nine  months,  the 
majority  of  infants  are  negative  reactors  to  the  Dick  test, 
because  they  enjoy  a  degree  of  passive  immunity  from  their 
mothers.  At  six  to  nine  months,  however,  the  number  of 
positive  reactors  is  about  90  per  cent.,  and  that  percentage 
diminishes  gradually  until  about  age  twenty,  when  only 
approximately  20  per  cent,  of  the  population  show  a  posi- 
tive reaction.  A  positive  reaction,  twelve  to  eighteen  hours 
after  the  injection,  indicates  susceptibility.  Considering  the 
incubation  period  of  the  disease  it  is  rather  late  in  the  day 
to  begin  Dick  tests  when  an  epidemic  has  already  started, 
so  that  the  value  of  the  test  is  largely  as  a  routine  measure 
to  all  inmates  on  admission  to  the  institution  or  school. 

A  large  percentage  of  positive  reactors  can  be  rendered 
negative  by  the  subcutaneous  injection  of  increasing  doses 
of  sterile  scarlet  fever  toxin  at  weekly  intervals  for  five  to 
six  weeks.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  however,  that  immuni- 
sation is  not  justified,  because  frequently  it  gives  rise  to 
unpleasant  symptoms.  One  has  to  consider  the  risk  and 
discomfort  of  the  patient  in  relation  to  the  dangers  and 
toxicity  of  the  disease,  and  bearing  in  mind  the  present  mild 
phase  of  scarlet-fever  epidemics,  one  is  inclined  to  dispense 
with  immunisation.  Boarding  schools  and  other  institutions 
offer  special  problems,  but  most  physicians  prefer  to  deal 
with  outbreaks  as  they  arise,  provided  they  know  who  are 
susceptible. 

The  rash  of  scarlet  fever  is  a  characteristic  erythema 
(reddening  of  the  skin)  occurring  around  the  face,  neck 
and  other  parts  of  the  body,  though  it  is  remarkab'.e  how  it 
avoids  the  skin  immediately  adjacent  to  the  mouth.  The 
patient  is  said  to  have  a  circumoral  pallor.  The  tongue 
likewise  assumes  a  deep  red  colour.  The  rash  soon  begins 
to  fade,  and  it  is  characteristic  of  scarlet  fever  that  it  peels 
(desquamates).  Treatment  is  along  the  usual  lines  for  fever. 
The  patient  is  confined  to  bed  and  remains  there  for  at 
least  a  week,  assuming  that  no  complications  arise.  In  some 
cases,  it  is  advisable  to  give  an  injection  of  scarlet  fever 
antitoxin,  3,000  to  10,000  units  usually  being  an  effective 
dose.  No  useful  purpose  is  served  by  giving  antitoxin  once 
the  rash  begins  to  fade.  By  that  time  the  patient  has 
acquired  his  own  immunity.  Sulphonamides  and  penicillin 
can  have  no  effect  upon  the  toxaemia,  but  they  have  a  place 
in  the  treatment  of  secondary  complications.  It  is  essential 
that  all  cases  should  have  medical  attention  because, 
although  the  source  of  the  infection  is  localised,  there  is  a 
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generalised  toxaemia,  which  may  affect  the  heart  muscle. 
Special  attention  has  therefore  to  be  paid  to  the  cardio- 
vascular system  and,  if  any  complications  occur  in  that 
connection,  bed  rest  and  convalescence  are  much  prolonged. 
Another  rare  complication  is  nephritis,  and  for  that  reason 
it  is  sometimes  advisable  to  test  the  urine  three  or  four 
weeks  after  the  infection  has  passed,  in  order  to  determine 
whether  albuminuria  is  present. 

Other  complications  include  otitis  media  and  broncho- 
pneumonia but  those,  unlike  the  ones  mentioned  above, 
are  due  to  the  spread  of  the  causal  streptococcal  bacteria 
or  alternatively  some  other  secondary  invader.  They  are 
not  due  directly  to  the  toxaemia,  as  is  the  case  in  cardio- 
vascular damage.  Penicillin  is  of  the  utmost  value.  There  is 
considerable  doubt,  however,  concerning  the  efficacy  of 
penicillin  when  applied  locally  in  the  form  of  lozenges 
and,  if  it  is  to  be  used  as  a  prophylactic  measure  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  the  invading  organisms,  it  should  be 
given  systemically  in  adequate  dosage,  i.e.,  0'5  to  1"0  mega 
units  daily. 

Symptomatic  treatment  may  be  required  for  the  sore 
throat  or  cough,  and  that  can  be  supplied  by  giving  suit- 
ably flavoured  glycerin  lozenges  or  a  sedative  linctus.  A 
warm  scarf  placed  round  the  neck  is  often  all  that  is 
required.  The  patient  should  be  encouraged  to  drink 
glucose  drinks  as  much  as  possible,  in  order  to  encourage 
diuresis  and  the  consequent  excretion  of  toxic  products. 
The  skin  should  receive  special  attention  particularly  in  the 
stage  of  desquamation,  when  a  secondary  pyogenic  infection 
of  the  skin  can  occur  so  easily. 

Generally  speaking  a  quarantine  period  of  eight  to  ten 
days  is  enough  in  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  after  which  the 
patient  may  be  allowed  to  return  gradually  to  the  com- 
panionship of  previous  friends.  As  was  mentioned  at  the 
beginning  of  this  article  the  patient,  though  he  can  acquire 
an  immunity  to  the  toxins  of  the  streptococcus,  does  not 
acquire  an  immunity  to  the  organism  itself.  There  is  always 
the  risk,  therefore,  when  he  does  return  to  his  friends,  that 
he  does  so  as  a  carrier.  That,  however,  is  a  risk  which  the 
majority  opinion  would  regard  as  justifiable. 

A  PYROGEN  TESTING 
LABORATORY

IN  view  of  recent  discussions  about  the  desirability  or 
otherwise  of  preparing  infusion  fluids  in  hospital  phar- 
macies and  on  the  need  for  controlling  such  preparations, 
the  following  brief  account  of  the  pyrogen-testing  facilities 
at  University  College  Hospital  may  be  of  interest  to  others 
contemplating  the  installation  of  such  a  service. 

The  laboratory  is  in  the  Medical  School,  and  has  been 
equipped  through  the  generosity  of  the  school  council, 
which  made  a  grant  through  the  Rockefe'ler  Fund  to  cover 
the  expenses  involved.  The  animals  used  for  the  tests  are 
male  white  Himalayan  rabbits  obtained  from  the  National 
Institute  for  Medical  Research.  A  colony  of  eighteen  is  in 
use  at  present,  enabling  some  to  be  rested  from  time  to  time 
so  that  tolerance  to  pyrogens  does  not  develop.  The  testing 
apparatus  is  capable  of  measuring  the  temperatures  of  ten 
rabbits  at  once.  It  consists  of  ten  rectal  probes  containing 
"  thermistor "'  beads,  which  change  in  resistance  with 
change  of  temperature.  The  apparatus  is  arranged  somewhat 
like  a  Wheatstone  bridge,  in  that  the  leads  and  a  variable 
resistance  are  balanced  against  two  fixed  resistances.  As  the 
resistance  of  the  "  thermistor  "  bead  changes,  that  of  the 
variab'e  resistance  is  altered  by  a  revolving  dial  until 
balance  is  restored,  as  indicated  by  minimum  deflection  of 
a  galvanometer  needle.  The  apparatus  is  worked  from  the 
mains  electricity  supply  and  is  stabilised  against  fluctua- 
tions in  voltage.  During  the  tests  the  rabbits  are  contained 
in  restraining  boxes  of  the  conventional  type,  which  have 
been  modified  by  cutting  away  most  of  the  lid  to  give 


access  to  the  rectal  leads  in  case  they  should  become 
extruded  during  the  tests. 

The  rabbits  are  fed  on  the  National  Institute  for  Medical 
Research  diet  No.  18,  which  consists  of  a  mixture  of  grass 
meal,  groundnut  cake,  barley  meal,  bran,  linseed  cake,  meat 
and  bone  meal  with  calcium  carbonate  and  sodium  chloride. 
The  diet  is  available  in  the  form  of  pellets  and  hay;  greens 
and  drinking  water  are  given  in  addition.  The  cost  of  the 
rabbits  is  approximately  £1  each  and  the  cost  of  mainten- 
ance about  one  shilling  each  per  week.  The  temperature- 
recording  apparatus  cost  about  £100,  and  the  restraining 
boxes  about  38s.  each.  The  apparatus  is  mainly  to  be  used 
for  research  into  pyrogens,  but  is  also  useful  for  testing 
the  raw  materials  used  in  preparing  parenteral  infusion 
solutions  and  for  testing  the  finished  products. 

Experiments  carried  out  so  far  have  confirmed  the  pyro- 
genicity  of  tap  water  and  stored  distilled  water  and  the 
freedom  from  pyrogens  of  our  samples  of  dextrose  and 
various  salts  and  of  all  our  infusion  fluids  so  far  tested. 
The  results  confirm  the  opinion  which  the  author  expressed 
at  the  recent  symposium  (C.  &  D.,  1953.  II.  634),  that 
apyrogenic  injections  can  easily  be  prepared  if  adequate 
precautions  are  taken,  but  that  careless  methods  will  lead 
to  contaminated  products. 

BRITISH  FINE  CHEMICALS  AND  THEIR  USES. 

4.    AMMONIUM  DICHROMATE 

AMMONIUM  dichromate— often  less  correctly  described 
as  ammonium  bichromate — retains  its  varied  applica- 
tions in  different  industrial  pursuits,  while  further  uses  are 
continually  found  for  it.  It  is  employed  as  a  mordant  for 
dyes,  in  calico  printing,  in  '.he  production  of  coal  tar  pro- 
ducts and  in  the  manufacture  of  alizarine  and  chrome  alum. 
Its  uses  in  the  process  engraving,  lithographic  trades,  and 
its  applications  in  the  leather  and  tanning  industries,  are 
too  well  known  to  justify  tepetition.  Ammonium  dichromate 
is  engaged  for  purifying  oils,  in  photography,  and  in  arti- 
ficial perfumery.  It  has  certain  oxidising  and  electrical 
applications  quite  apart  from  its  addition  to  electro-plating 
baths.  Formerly  it  was  employed  for  wood  staining  and 
in  the  manufacture  of  matches,  but  today  the  cheaper  potas- 
sium salt  has  replaced  it  for  the  latter  purpose.  In  the 
laboratory  it  is  used  as  a  reagent  in  organic  analysis,  as  in 
the  test  for  strychnine. 

The  regular  production  process  comprises  reacting  cal- 
cium chromate  liquors  (obtained  from  furnacing  chrome- 
iron  ores),  with  ammonium  salts,  and  subsequent  crystal- 
lising out  the  ammonium  dichromate.  An  alternative  me- 
thod consists  of  applying  gaseous  ammonia  and  carbon 
dioxide  to  the  liquors;  the  ammonium  chromate  so  formed 
is  treated  until  half  the  ammonia  is  expelled,  and  thereby 
allows  the  dichromate  to  separate  out.  On  the  Continent 
the  commodity  is  produced  by  a  patented  electrolytic  me- 
thod. By  using  a  diaphragm  and  an  anode  of  chromium  or 
chromium  alloy,  it  is  claimed  that  any  ammonium  salt 
can  be  employed  as  the  electrolyte  to  form  the  initial 
ammonium  chromate.  A  further  patent  protects  a  method 
of  substituting  an  insoluble  anode  in  place  of  the  chromium 
anode,  in  which  case  the  electrolyte  comprises  a  mixture 
of  chromium  sulphate  and  ammonium  sulphate;  lime  is 
added  to  maintain  the  solution  in  an  alkaline  condition. 

Ammonium  dichromate  has  many  advantages  over  the 
potassium  salt  for  it  is  approximately  three  times  as  soluble 
in  water  and  can  be  directly  converted  to  pure  chromic 
oxide  simply  by  heating.  The  higher  cost  of  production 
alone  has  restricted  its  further  application.  For  impurities 
it  is  examined  for  sulphates  and  chlorides  by  the  barium 
chloride  and  silver  nitrate  tests,  and  should  be  entirely  free 
from  alkaline  earths  as  revealed  by  lengthy  standing  of  the 
solution  after  addition  of  ammonium  oxalate. 

Because  of  practical  difficulties  in  re-crystallising,  the 
pure  salt  is  almost  twice  as  costly  as  the  commercial  salt, 
and  should  contain  99  9  per  cent,  ammonium  bichromate. 
The  commercial  salt  usually  contains  from  97  to  99  per 
cent,  of  the  commodity,  and  is  frequently  sold  on  a  guaran- 
teed Cr03  percentage  basis.  Only  the  pure  salt  suffices 
where  it  is  employed  in  firework  manufacture,  and  it  has 
apparently  been  tried  out  in  the  production  of  certain  ex- 
plosives. 
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The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.      Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


TRADE  REPORT 


London,  March  17:  Trading  in  Crude  Drugs  during  the  week  has  been 
restricted  to  small  routine  orders,  with  the  general  level  of  prices  well  main- 
tained. Ipecacuanha  has  been  extremely  scarce  on  the  spot  and  there  have 
been  no  shipment  offers  of  the  root  from  any  of  the  producing  countries. 


Both  African  and  Jamaican  varieties 
of  Ginger  were  dearer  on  the  spot.  The 
withdrawal  of  shipment  offers  for  fros- 
ted Para  Tonka  beans  forced  holders 
here  to  quote  somewhat  higher  prices  for 
the  little  material  available.  Moderate 
business  was  done  in  Shellac 
(F.O.T.N.)  and  spot  quotations  were  5s. 
per  cwt.  dearer  on  the  week.  The  U.K. 
purchased  3,172  packages  of  shellac 
from  India  during  February  out  of  a 
total  of  14,177  exported.  Purchases  by 
the  Continent  amounted  to  3,172  pack- 
ages and  the  U.S.,  1,606  packages. 
Shipments  of  Tinnevelly  Senna  from 
Tuticorin  to  the  U.K.  during  the  same 
month  were  on  a  small  scale  and  con- 
sisted of  only  twenty-five  bales  of 
leaves  and  thirty-five  bales  of  pods, 
whereas  the  U.S.  received  200  bales  and 
twenty  bales  respectively  and  Europe, 
252  bales  and  fifty-five  bales  respec- 
tively. Gum  acacia  continued  a  firm 
market  with  shipment  offers  advanced 
by  3s.  per  cwt.,  and  spot  by  2s.  6d. 

Lithium  salts  continued  in  tight 
supply  as  Government  contracts  called 
for  a  large  part  of  the  domestic  pro- 
duction. The  maker's  prices  of  all 
lithium  salts  were  advanced  by  six- 
pence per  lb.  throughout.  Mercury 
derivatives  were  all  advanced  on 
March  15  to  reflect  the  higher  price  of 
the  metal  which  has  risen  by  about  £9 
per  flask  (£5  during  the  week)  since  the 
last  change  was  made  in  September, 
1953.  Among  Organic  Solvents,  Car- 
bon tetrachloride  was  increased  by 
£2  per  ton  for  the  technical  grade  and 
£4  per  ton  for  the  pharmaceutical.  A 
strong  demand  for  Dimethyl  phthal- 
ate  was  experienced  during  the  week. 

The  Board  of  Trade  is  now  prepared 
to  consider  applications  for  the  import 
of  U.S.  Essential  Oils.  Such  tradi- 
tional U.S.  oils  as  Peppermint  (Piperata) 
and  Spearmint  have  been  denied  the 
London  market  ever  since  the  dollar 
shortage.  Dutch  distillers  of  Spearmint 
immediately  reduced  their  quotations 
by  a  substantial  amount.  Other  oils 
quoted  lower  during  the  week  included 
Chinese  Peppermint  (Arvensis)  at 
19s.  3d.  per  lb.  (down  threepence 
per  lb.);  Patchouli  (down  Is.);  Lemon- 
grass  (ninepence);  Bourbon  Geranium 
(Is.);  Madagascar  Clove  leaf  (three- 
pence); Cassia  (sixpence);  Bois  de 
rose  (Is.).

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DEVELOPMENTS  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 


CERTAIN  commonly  used  organic  in- 
secticides have  been  found  to  have 
toxic  effects  on  plants  for  as  long  as 
eight  years  after  application  to  some 
soils,  according  to  Mr.  A.  C.  Foster, 
plant  pathologist  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture's  Agricul- 
tural Research  Service.  Reporting  his 
findings  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Association  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Science  in  Boston,  Mas- 
sachusetts, recently,  Mr.  Foster  said 
that  tests  had  shown  wide  variations 
in  the  persistence  of  different  insecti- 
cides, variations  affected  by  the  type  of 
soil.  Different  crops  and  even  vari- 
eties also  showed  a  wide  range  of 
sensitivity  and  tolerance  to  the  ma- 
terials. Compounds  included  in  the 
studies  made  in  greenhouses,  cold- 
frames,  and  fields  were  DDT,  BHC, 
toxaphene,  chlordane,  heptachlor,  lin- 
dane, aldrin,  dieldrin,  Rhothane,  meth- 
oxychlor,  CS-708,  and  certain  chemical 
variants  or  isomers  of  DDT,  BHC,  and 
chlordane.  DDT  and  the  related  com- 
pounds Rhothane  and  methoxychlor 
were  shown  to  be  among  the  most  per- 
sistent, followed  by  dieldrin  and  toxa- 
phene. Chlordane,  aldrin,  BHC,  and 
lindane  were  less  persistent.  DDT 
containing  impurities  was  found  to  be 
much  more  toxic  than  the  pure  chemi- 
cal. In  the  greenhouse  studies  aldrin,  di- 
eldrin, BHC,  and  lindane  were  most 
generally  toxic  to  a  diversity  of  crop 
plants,  pound  for  pound,  during  one 
to  three  years  following  single  massive 
doses  to  the  soils. 

Selective  Irradiation 

Hydrogen-3,  or  tritium,  a  main  con- 
stituent of  thermonuclear  weapons  (hy- 
drogen bombs)  may  prove  a  weapon  in 
the  war  against  cancer,  by  making  pos- 
sible a  process  called  selective  irradia- 
tion, according  to  Dr.  Dietrich  E. 
Beischer  (head  of  the  physical  and 
chemical  section  of  the  U.S.  Naval 
School  of  Aviation  Medicine,  Pensa- 
cola,  Florida).  The  School  is  making 
an  effort  to  apply  tritium  for  medical 
purposes,  and  ultimately  the  radio- 
activity of  the  chemical  may  be  used 
to  remove  growing  cancerous  tissue 
cells  without  damaging  normal  cells. 
Tritium  has  an  extremely  short  range 
of  radiation,  and  that  property  makes  it 
particularly  suited  to  the  selective  des- 
truction of  cancer  cells.  Certain  chemi- 
cal compounds  are  taken  up  more  rea- 
dily by  cancer  cells  than  by  healthy 
cells,  and  if  those  compounds  are 
"  tagged  "  with  tritium,  the  short-range 
rays  will  reach  only  the  cells  that  take 
up  the  compound,  leaving  the  neigh- 
bouring cells  undamaged.  To  provide 
standards  for  radioautographic  mea- 
surements. Dr.  Beischer  has  developed 
uniform  films  of  radioactive  material 
only  one  molecule  thick. 

Penicillin  Techniques  Revived 

Expensive  and  time-consuming  pro- 
cesses used  ten  years  ago  for  the  pro- 
duction of  penicillin  are  being  revived 
by  Schenley  Laboratories,  Inc.,  to  help 
Dr.  Ivor  Cornman,  whose  isolation  of 
a  cancer-fighting  substance  (a  by-pro- 
duct of  early  penicillin  strains)  was 
announced  recently  by  the  American 


Cancer  Society.  Finding  it  and  pro- 
ducing it  in  sufficient  quantities  to  en- 
able the  tests  to  go  forward  means  re- 
verting to  production  techniques  used  a 
decade  ago  but  long  since  dropped  in 
favour  of  faster,  and  cheaper,  methods 
designed  to  produce  the  antibiotic  for 
medical  and  other  purposes.  The  pro- 
cesses, which  may  isolate  the  chemical 
which  Dr.  Cornman  has  found  to  be 
physiologically  active,  have  no  present- 
day  commercial  value.  Dr.  Cornman 
first  became  interested  in  penicillin  as 
a  possible  cancer  cure  in  1943.  He  had 
noted  that  one  of  the  early,  unrefined 
forms  of  penicillin  had  lethal  effect  on 
cancer  cells,  yet  was  apparently  harm- 
less to  healthy  tissue. 

Glycerin  Derivatives 

Dr.  Erich  Baer  (University  of  Tor- 
onto) has  been  awarded  first  prize  of 
$1,000  in  the  1953  glycerin  research 
awards  for  his  successful  synthesis  of  a 
group  of  biological  glycerol  derivatives. 
The  awards  are  bestowed  annually  by 
the   Glycerin   Producers'  Association,

148  cwt.  (£34,498);  drugs,  raw  or  pre- 
pared, £21,818;  menthol,  10,556  lb. 
(£20,350);  essential  oils,  149,528  lb. 
(£101,342).  October  1953  exports  to 
U.K.  included :  Carnauba  and  cande- 
lilla wax,  1,121  cwt.  (£48,791);  bois- 
de-rose,  7,143  lb.  (£10.213);  peppermint 
oil,  16,797  lb.  (£10,541). 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Federa- 
tion of  Industries  in  Brazil  attention 
was  called  to  the  difficulties  created  by 
including  pharmaceutical  products  in 
categories  3  and  4  (C.  &  D.,  January 
16,  p.  53),  and  equipment  for  process- 
ing resins  in  category  4.  The  premiums 
paid  for  imports  of  those  two  classes 
rendered  the  cost  in  many  cases  pro- 
hibitive. Imports  are  now  being  re- 
classified and  exports  are  to  be  divi- 
ded into  five  classes,  with  different 
bonuses  for  each  group.  In  this  way  it 
is  hoped  to  reduce  the  cost  of  essen- 
tial goods  and  facilitate  exports.  The 
uniform  bonus  of  10  cruzeiros  per 
dollar  to  exporters  has  proved  insuffi- 
cient in  some  cases  to  bring  Brazil's 
prices  down  to  the  level  of  inter- 
national parities.

New  York.  Dr.  Baer  and  his  associates 
have  synthesised  many  glycerol  deriva- 
tives, including  optically  active  repre- 
sentative members  of  the  cc-lecithins. 
cc-cophalins  and  cc -phosphatidyl  ser- 
ines, and  their  biological  intermediates. 
Second  prize  was  given  for  methods  of 
preparing  radioglycerol  selectively 
labelled  with  carbon  14  in  the  cc-  or 
/3-position  from  available  radioactive 
materials  such  as  barium  carbonate, 
acetic  acid,  or  sodium  cyanide. 

A  new  synthesis  that  promises  a 
potentially  cheap  and  plentiful 
supply  of  hydrocortisone  has  been 
discovered  by  three  research 
chemists  of  the  Schering  Corpora- 
tion, Bloomfield,  New  Jersey.  Formic 
acid  is  used  to  yield  a  formate  of  the 
steroid  compound. 

Following  an  investigation  of  the 
use  of  talcum  powders  prepared  with 
5  per  cent,  boric  acid  powder,  the 
Food  and  Drug  Administration  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare  has  declared  that  there  is 
no  hazard  in  the  use  of  those  products.

Turkey's  Rose  Oil  Industry.  —  A 

deputation  representing  the  Isparta 
Rose  Planters'  Co-operative  recently 
conqluded  an  agreement  in  Paris  with 
a  French  company  (the  S.I. P. A.,  a  sub- 
sidiary of  Societe  Gabbai).  The  S.I.P.A. 
have  agreed  to  back  the  Isparta  rose 
oil  production  to  the  extent  of  enab- 
ling it  to  treat  350,000  kilos  of  roses 
in  twenty  days.  The  company  will  buy 
roses  at  100  francs  per  kilo,  will  assure 
a  50  per  cent,  share  in  the  Co-opera- 
tive, and  the  factory  which  it  will  build 
will  be  handed  over  to  the  Co-opera- 
tive after  fifteen  years. 

Thailand's  Dollar  Rate. — A  new  rafe 
for  dollars  provided  by  the  Bank  of 
Thailand  for  specific  items  listed  by 
the  Government  as  "  essential "  im- 
ports has  been  fixed  at  16  07  ticals  per 
dollar  compared  with  16  75  ticals  pre- 
viously. Sterling  officially  provided  for 
these  essential  imports  remains  at  45 
ticals  to  the  pound.  Imports  other  than 
the  essential  items  must  be  paid  for 
with  foreign  exchange  bought  at  open 
market  rates.  The  "  essentials  "  are  lis- 
ted under  four  categories,  one  of 
which  is  for  medicines  comprising 
fifty-one  items  including  antibiotics 
and  anti-leprosy  preparations.
